five and thirty years of age, saw some one 
busily engaged in breaking the branches 
and gathering fruit from one of the trees 
in their garden. 

A demand to leave the premises not being 
immedately complied with, the lady, with- 
out, it is asserted by herself and her 
friends, any further intention than to 
frighten away the intruder, discharged the 
contents of an army revolver in the direc- 
tion of the plunderer. The bullet plowed 
through the body of the boy, who was 
about fifteen years of age, and his death 
followed on the instant. 

Miss Flagler Surrenders. 

The shots brought the -police, and the 
body of the boy was found. Miss Flagler 
at once left the house, and her parents 
being absent from the city on a summer 
pleasure trip, sought Captain Shaler, also 
of the ordnance department, United States 
of America, and, accompanied by him,

A police ambulance had been summoned 
to take away the yet unidentified body, and 
a large crowd, principally composed of col- 
ored people, who were greatly excited and 


| murmuring profusely their indignation at 


the killing, gathered upon the approach of 
»the ambulance. As many as wished were 
‘}ermitted to view the dead boy, with the 
idea of securing his identification, and final- 
bly the body was * recognized as Ernest 
' Green, whcse father is employed as a mes- 
'genger in one of the executive departments, 

The excitement then calmed down con- 
siderably. Whether any demonstrations 
would have been made against Miss Flag- 
ler herself or not, had she femained at 
liome, is rather uncertain, but while the 
murmuring and -excited comments were 
loud, that lady was safe in the custody of 
the chief of police, accompanied by Cap- 
tain Shaler and a Miss West, She was out- 
Wardly calm and dignified, having little to 
say beyond acknowledging that she fired 
the fatal shot, and averring that it was not 
aimed at the intruder, nor intended to have 
any effect beyond scaring him away. 

She was very quiet during the day at the 
police station, where she was detained, 
though not under lock and key, in the 
chief's private room, awaiting the coroner § 
inquest late this afternoon. General Filag- 
ler was telegraphed ior, and it is announc- 
ed that he is now en route to Washington 
and will reach here tomorrow evening from 
Canada, where he has been outing, 

The Coroner’s Inquest. 

The inquest was begun late this after- 
noon at the morgue and a number of wit- 
nesses were examined. None of them had 
seen the shooting, but all had heard the 
shots. Miss Flagler’s testimony was the 
only incriminating evidence offered. If she 
had denied the shooting, no one could have 
proved otherwise. 

Miss Flagler, accompanied by Captain 
Shaler and Miss West, a daughter of ex- 
District Commissioner West, arrived at 
the morgue shortly before 5 o’clock and 


* took refuge in the office of the captain of 


Police. Her friends were extremely solici- 
tous and newspaper men were denied ac- 
cess to her. Her manner was cool and 
collected and though her face was almost 
as white as the dress she wore, she be- 
trayed no excitement. Miss Flagler’s tes- 
timony before the jury was brief. She ad- 
mitted having fired two shots to frighten 
the boy away from the vicinity. She stated 
that depredations by a gang of young boys 
had been frequent in the neighborhood. 
Time and again she said the boys had 
gained entrance to her father’s property, 
Siealing fruit and breaking down trees and 
Plants. When she heard the boys in the 
grounds this morning she was in the house 
and saw them from a distance. Thinking 
to frighten them she procured a revolver 
belonging to her father, and going to a 
second-story window fired two shots. At 
that time the boys had disappeared from 
view, but she fired in the direction whence 
she had seen them in the fruit trees. Miss 
Flagler strenuouosly denied having fired 
the shots to injure any one, her sole idea 
ne to’ frighten the youthful depredators 
rom the place. 
Without Murderous Intent. 

The jury reached a verdict within a short 
time after hearing the evidence. But one

MRS, QUINLAN TALKS, 


Chicago Policemen Say They Have 
More Evidence Against Hoj]mes. 


Chicago, August 2.-There were no new 
developments in the Holmes case today. 
Greyer, the Philadelphia detective arriv- 
ed this morning, held a conference with 
the police and left again for Philadelphia 
tonight. His conference with the police 
was in the presence of Pat Quinlan and 
his wife. In company with the police of- 
ficials, Mrs. Quinlan went to Holmes’s 
“castle’ today and gave the officers con- 
siderable information. Some of the furni- 
ture in the ‘‘Quinlan departments” there 
was identified as having once belonged to 
Julia Connor who, with her daughter, is 
thought to be dead—a victim of Holmes. 


EMELINE C. CIGRAND, 

Mrs. Quinlan gave the police this much in- 
formation. After the police had talked 
with Geyer, and permitted Geyer to talk 
with Quinlan and his wife, the two became 
much more communicative, The pobice be- 
came mysteriously alert and it was at once 
announced that important information had 
been received, Chief Badenoch said: “We 
have secured some new and very import- 
ant information from Mrs. Quinlan. She 
has given us some very strong evidence 
against Holmes.’’ 

“Does it relate to the charges of forgery 
or murder?” 

“That I will not say at this time. We 
are using the information and adding to it 
by new discoveries made by the use of her 
testimony. We are not through yet, and lI 
will not give the information to the press 
till we are ready. Then-I think the press 
will not be disposed to criticise us for the 
work we have done in this very much en- 
tangled case.” 

“Ts it not true that the Quinlans are star- 
ing a twenty-year sentence in the peniten- 
tiary in the face when they contemplate a 
requisition from Texas?’ 

“Yes, that is true. We have indisputed 
evidence that will send Holmes and Mrs. 
Quinlan to, the penitentiary for twenty 
years in Texas, and I think Pat could be 
placed in the same net.” 

From the fact that Geyer. has gone to 
Philadelphia and that Lawyer Capps has 
gone there, it seems probable that theré 
will be a convocation of Holmes’s accusers 
in Philadelphia next week, and that it will 
then be decided who has the strongest case 
against him, and arrangements will be 
made for a requisition. Today Detective 
Geyer said: 

“The Toronto authorities are anxious to 
get Holmes, I know they can prove the 
identity of the Pietzel children whose bodies 
were found in the cellar of the house in 
Henry street, The .Texas people, 1 mean 
the faction represented by Attorney Capps 
of Fort Worth, can send Holmes to the 
penitentiary for twenty years easily

When asked what had been the result of 
his search for the body of Howard Pietzel in 
Indianapolis, Geyer said: 

“Thus far there have been no results, 
but I have not given up. I think the boy's 
body is buried somewhere in indianapolis, 

“Do, you think either of the Williams sis- 
ters is alive?’ 

“No. If either were alive Holmes would 
not attempt to explain how one of them 
was killed. If their blood was not on his 
hands he would have no story of blood to 
tell about either of them.” 

Chief of Police Badenogh left the city to- 
night, saying he wak going to his summer 
home in Wisconsin and would not return 
until next Monday, He has not been in the 
habit of going there until Saturday evening, 
and it is believed that he is on his way to 
some other point to vegify evidence given 
by Mrs. Quinlan again Holmes. 

Receiver for the “Castle.” 

Robert P. Walker was appointed receiver 


yesterday for the Holmes “castle,’”’ in En-_ 


glewood, which has become so notwrious 
as the scene ot so many alleged murders, 
The receiver was appointed in accordance 
with the prayer of a bill filed-by Frank R. 
and Peyton R. Chandler, of the real estate 
firm of Chandler & Co., who, some time 
ago, bought a_ certificate for the 
property from tne former owner, William 
H. Rose, who will be entitled to a deed 
of the property May Ist next, when the 
equity .of redemption exptres, unless, in 
the meantime, there is a redemption of the 
property. 

Judge Horton entered an order giving the

outside of Tennessee and Arkansas.

| A LIVELY BATTLE. 


Whites and Blacks Haye a Sharp En- 
counter in Cobb County. 


ONLY ONE SIDE OF THE STORY TOLD 


A Negro Who Is Dosperately Woun- 
ded Gives a Graphic Description. 


THE FIGHT WAS BY MOONLIGHT 


W ould-Be Lynchers Were Out Alter Jesse 
Hardeman. Who Attempted To As- 
sault Mrs. Joe Robinson. 


Miarietta, Ga., August 2.—(Special.)}—A 
serious riot occurred last night near the 
midnight hour about half way between 
Smyrna and Bolton, and as a result of it 
one white man, Charley Dowda, is 
wounded by being shot in the hand. Other 
whites whose names have not been obtain- 
ed were also wounded. Four negroes are 
badly wounded by gun and pistol shots 
and one, it is thought, may have died, ' 

The negroes are: John Hardeman, shot 
through the left leg with a pistol or rifle. 

Tom Hardeman, his son, shot in the left 
lex. 

berry Padgett, 
and shoulders with a shotgun. 

Berry Smith, serious wvunded., 

The riot was the outgrowtn of an at- 
tempted criminal assault last afternoon. 
Jess Hardeman, a negro about twenty- 
seven years old, made an attack upon Mrs. 
Joe Robinson, near Smyrna. Mr. and 
Mrs. Joe Robinson, a highly respected 
young white couple, lve on Mr. Parley 
Baswell's place, about two miles 
east of Smyrna. Jess Hardeman worked 
for Baswell under Mr. Joe Robinson. Tues- 
day afternoon late Mr. Robinson and Bas- 
well went to the fleld to get some water- 
melons. In their absence the negro made 
an assault upon Mrs. Robinson. She es- 
caped his clutches and seized her pistol. 
The negro then retreated and she locked 
herself in a room, all the while screaming 
and calling for her husband at the top 
of her weice. It is said the negro made 
another attempt to break into the house, 
but Mr. Robinson soon appeared on the 
scene and the négro fied, A warrant was 
secured for his arrest and since then al- 
most a continuous search has been carried 
on by a party of resolute and indignant 
citizens. : 

Jess Hardeman was seen late yesterday 
afternoon in the neighborhood of Smyrna 
and this caused the posse to redouble their 
efforts. 

A large’ body of well-armed men scoured 


shot in the head, neck 


| the country for miles around. A report be- 


came current in Smyrna that the negro 
had been caught. and that the crowd had 
lynched him by hanging him from Collier’s 
bridge, near Bolton. 

John Hardeman, the father of the boy, 
and Tom Hardeman, his brother, Berry 
Smith and Berry Padgett, armed with guns 
and other weapons, started for the bridge. 


They had gone nearly to it and becoming 


satisfied that it was only a rumor about 
Jesse Hardeman having been lyhched, 
turned round to retrace their steps when 
they met a large body of searchers after 
the* negro and the riot occurred. 

As to who started it there are wnilicting 
reports. John and Tom Hardeman claim 


. that the white men first told them to give 


up their guns. Tom hesitated when Padgett 
told him to comply; Having secured the 
guns, the whites ordered them to throw up 
their hands and upon their doing so, be- 
gan firing at them. They say Charley 
Dowda fired first. No statement has been 
secured from any white man present at 
the time. 

The negro Padgett was lodged in jail 
here this morni and his statement makes 
interesting wis He says: “I live at 
Mr. Will Richardson’s, about half way be- 
tween Marietta and Smyrna. Last night 
I heard that Jesse Hardeman was lynched 
and hanging from Collier’s bridge over the 
Chattahoochee river at Bolton. I was then 
in Smyrna. There were twenty of thirty 
negroes armed. Along with John Hardeman, 
the father of the boy reported to have been 
lynched, and Tom Hardeman, his brother, 
and Berry Smith and John Darden, I 
started for the bridge. John Hardeman 
rode with me in a cart and the others were 
on mule back. In going along we had got 
in three-quarters or half a mile of the 
bridge and met Joe Robinson, the husband 
of Mrs. Robinson, whom the negro Jesse 
Hardeman assaulted, and asked him if he 
had seen anything of Jesse. He said that 
he had not and that he was looking for 
him and would like very much to see him. 
I then drove om by a short distance and de- 


?cided in my mind that the report I had 


heard of the hynching was false and turned 
and started back home. In going back I 
met several men, by ones and twos, until 
I had got in about two miles of Smyrna. 
I met there a squad of three white men. 
One of them gave two whistles and after 
this we went on two or three hundred 
yards and met a body of about fifty men, 
armed with pistols and guns. We stopped 
and talked with them a few minutes.” 

“Did they ask you to stop?” 

“Let me think. I don’t want to be mis- 
taken just here.. They said: ‘Boys, where 
are you going?’ in a friendly way, and 
after talking with me a few words, they 
and John Hardeman got to talking. I 
don’t know who it was doing the talking 
to John Hardeman. It was between ID 
and 11 o'clock at night and the first thing 
I knew John and they got to talking very 
rough to each other, and John jumped 
out of the cart in a hurry. In getting out 
he touched my mule with the gun he had 
in his hand and the mule gave a jump and 
ran off in the edge of the field, I trying to 
check them. The pistols and guns then 
began to fire like a small war had broken 
out and the first thing I knew I had caught 
a load of shot in the back of my head and 
right shoulder. My mule continued to run 
and ran for all of three miles. I came on 
to Marietta and stopped at Rhordas 
Thorbes’s and got medical treatment and 
was arrested this morning by Deputy Sher- 
iff Bishop. I don’t know whether anybody 
else was sifot or not. I don’t belieye I had 
an enemy in the crowd or that I Was shot 
intentionally, I don’t believe there would 
have been any trouble if John Hardeman 
had staid in the cart.” 

The sheriff was sent for about 4 o'clock 
this morning and later on Deputy Sheriff 
Bishop and other officers went down. After 
the shooting the crowd scattered and every- 
thing seemed quiet on the battle-ground, Tne

Their 
wounds were dressed by Dr. Nolan and war- 
rants were sworn out against Berry Padgett 
and Tom Hardeman for riot and John Har- 
deman for assault with intent to murder. 
Berry Smith has not been seen since the 
shooting, This took place near the house of 
a fdr. King and he says the last he saw of 
Smith he was running through his (King’s) 
yard, saying at every step, “Oh, Lordy, 
I'm shot.’’ Whether he is dead or not is 
unknown. 

Many fears are entertained that the trou- 
ble is not yet over. So grave and serious 
do things look at Smyrna that one of her 
best citizens, Mr, J. C. Moore, telegraphed 
here this afternoon for the military com- 
pany to be in readiness to respond it needed. 


SEND GUNS AT ONCE. 


Excitement Caused in Marietta by Tel- 
egrams from Smyrna, 
Marietta, Ga., August 2, midnight.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—-The Constitution’s correspondent is 
just back from Smyrna and the scene of 
the recent riot. Things are quiet and there 
is nO likelinood of further trouble. From 
fifty to one hundred armed men have been 
on the streets in Smyrna since sundown 
ready for an encounter if an attack was 
made, but hardly a negro has been seen. 
It was reported that 150 armed negroes 
weré on their way from Marietta and that 
another large body was coming from 
around Mableton. Both reports proved to 
be false alarms. The people in Smyrna 
were greatly. excited and many who were 
boarding there left on the afternoon train 
because of the disturbance. Among other 
telegrams sent from Smyrna were these: 
“George Fleming—Send twenty-five guns 
and ammunition on down train this even- 
ing sure. M. V. RUFF.” 
“George Fleming—Pleuse send me twelve 
guns and some ammunition with some 
men. Be certain and send them on the 6 
o’clock train without fail, as we will need 
them. BOB FLEMING.” 
Deputy Sheriff A. L. Bishop, Constables 
Murray, Hawkins, Will Morris and George 
Fleming, Deputy United States Marshal 
Crockett, D. B. Banks and others went to 
Smyrna at night prepared to enforce order. 
The military company at Marietta was 
held in readiness until midnight to prompt- 
ly respond to any order. The only addition- 
al arrest tuday was that of an old negro 
named Jake ‘Thomas, who let one of the 
negroes in last night’s riot have a mule 
to ride on that trip. It was early reported 
at Smyrna tonight that Berry Smith had 
died from his wounds and that a negro 
had passed through Smyrna to notify his 
relatives. This is not at all improbable 
and is generally believed,but nobody has yet 
found him or fully verified the rumor. 
Bishop’ ani Hawkins have gore down to 
the King farm and will make a most thor- 
ovgh search for Smith and afterwards try 
to’ find Jesse Hardeman, who made the as- 
sault. It is thought that he has leit the 
country. All the negroes engaged in last 
night’s riot are regarded as dangerous. 
The whites say that the row started from 
John Hardeman jumping out cf the cart 
and ordering the negroes to fire and fire

He reports 
that 200 Bannocks at Grave Lake were on 
the way from Jackson’s Hole to the reserva- 
tion. They said that there had been no 
fighting and that there was no desire on 
their part to fight.

TRAIN BREAKS IN TWO. 


Rear Section Crashes Into Front Sec- 
tion—Four Men Killed. 

Canton, O., August 2.—A freight train on 
the I‘ittsburg, Fort Wayne and Chicago 
railroad broke in two on a heavy grade nea } 
Stark siding early this morning. The rear 
end crashed into the first section and ten 
cars were wrecked. A dozeyp tramps were 
riding in a furniture car which was smash- 
ed to splinters. When the trainmen came 
up they were horrified to see arms and iegs 
of human beings sticking from all parts of 
the wreckage. Thomas Collins, of South 
Bethlehem, Pa., lived just long enough to 
give his name and address. Three others, 
badly mangled, were taken out.

A FAST CRUISER. 


The Columbia Crosses the Ocean in 
Less Than Seven Days. 

Quarantine, Staten Island, August 2.—The 
United States cruiser Columbia arrived at 
Quarantine this morning at 10:35 o'clock, af- 
ter the most memorable run at sea ever 
made by a war vessel, The Columbia left 
Southampton, July 226th, passing the Nee- 
dies, from which point her departure is 
reckoned, at 2 o’clock p. m., arriving at San- 
dy Hook lightship at 8:3 o’clock this morn- 
ing, making the run of 3,109 knots in six 
days, twenty-three hours and . forty-nine 
minutes. The daily rung were, 405, 460, 473, 
458, 455, 453 and 46. The hourly speed aver- 
aged during the run was 18.41 knots, under 
natural draft. Twenty-six hours of fog 
was experiénced, but this occasioned no de- 
lay. The Columbia passed Sandy Hook at 
10 a. m., speeding up the bay rapidly, mak- 
ing the run in thirty-five minutes. Passing 
steam vessels saluted the cruiser as she 
passed up the bay. The Columbia came to

Yokohama, Japan, July 10.—(Staff Corre- 
spondence.)—The decline in the price of 
silver in England and American and the 
consequent decfease of English trade with 
the far east is proving a practical lesson 
to the British manufacturer and merchant 
in the school of finance. 

With the fall of silver in the west, or 
the appreciation 6f gold in the east, Eng- 
land’s trade has declined, while manufact- 
uring in the east is proving so profitable 
that capital is eagerly knocking at the 
doors of bcth oriental countries for admis- 
sion. Native manufacturing in imitation of 
imported goods is increasing at a tremen- 
dous rate, Japan is already imitating 
everything English and American. Even 
imitations of our patent medicines are se- 
cretly made here in great quantities and 
put up in packages identically like the 
original. In cotton goods, carpets, silk 
goods and many other things thé Jap is 
imitating the best patterns of foreign make 
and is enszbled, both because of the low 
price of iabor and the hundred per cent 
advantage he has in money, to sell his 
goods cheaper than they can be manufact- 
ured in any other country in the world. 

American and English business men both 
in Japan and China view the situation with 
alarm. 4% time, if the single gold standard 
continues in England and America, they 
expect to see a complete cessation of the 
purchase of manufactured goods from 
those countries by the orient. Nothing but 
raw material wisi be imported, while Ja- 
pan will control] the trade of all manufact- 
ured goods in the east and ship sv largely 
to the west as to seriously cripple manu- 
facturing interests. 


Yet you find Americans and English out | 


here who like the present sftuation. They 
are the globe trotters and the naval officers. 
Personally the consuls like it. That is be- 
“ause the revenues of tnese people come 
from home, and it comes in gold dollars, 


| each of which will buy nearly two silver 


dollars, and the silver dollar goes as tar 
nere now in native products as it went when 
thew gold and silver dollar was of equal 
value, 

AS a matter of fact :f the value of gold, 
as measured by silver and commodities, 
continues tg rise the inevitable consequence 
nrust be the transfer of the great manu- 
facturing industries of the world to silver 
Standard countries. 

In @ paper.in which Mr. Jamieson, the 
English consul at Shanghii, recently pre- 
pared on the subject and sent ty the Brit- 
ish government are given some interesting 
facts. ' 

He says the demonetization of silver 
has caused the English producer to lose 
because of the lowered value of his produce, 


» while wages, rents and all outgoings re- 


main the same as before. 

In enumerating the causes he puts it this 
way: 

“1. The first is cheap ocean freights, and 
& lessening of the cost of production 
through improvements in machinery, new 
chemical discoveries, and other scientific 


‘advances. 


“2. The depression of gold, consequent 
upon the demonetization of silver. 

“3. An enlarged area of supply consequent 
upon the relative cheapness of silver to 
gold. As silver prices in Asiatic countries 
have not risen, the produce of these coun- 
tries can be laid down in England at al- 
most Asiatic prices. | 

‘“‘When the bimetallic link was broken in 
18735,’"" Mr. Jamieson says, “had both halves 
of the world been approximately equal in 
wealth, population and the extent of com- 
merce, there might have been an adjust- 
ment without any great disturbance of 
prices; but the gold-using half was supe- 
rior and owned the greater part of the 
floating silver and the ‘silver-producing 
mines. Silver-using, countries want more 
silver, but they must have something to 
buy it with and are absorbing it only 
slowly. 

“Had the gold value of the rupee not 
fallen,” he says, “the area of grain supply 
would never have widened as it has done, 
demand and supply would have been more 
evenly balanced, and the variations in 
price would have been in small limits. 
“The same reasoning that applies to grain 
applies to every other article that can be 
supplied freely from silver-using countries. 
The silver prices in these countries have, 
as the experience of twenty years has 
shown us, remained approximately steady, 
and necessarily the gold price has fallen. 
In no article, however, has the correspond- 
ence between the price of silver and the 
price -of the article been so complete as 
in grain. In 1873 when the price of silver 
was 60d., wheat stood at 54s,.Today silver is 
28%d and wheat 24s, being a drop in one 
ease of 52.5 per cent, and in the other of 
55.6 per cent. * * * ® 

‘India by itself could not supply enough 
wheat to supply the whole English de- 
mand, but that is not the point, All the 
other sources continue to send wheat for- 
ward and it is the cheap rate at which 
the excess of supply from India and other 
silver countries is offered that governs the 
mnarket.’’ 

Then he remerks that it may be said 
cheap produce benefits the laborer in gold 
countries. Not so. The rise in gold tempts 
the capitalist of the silver country to de- 
velop coal mines and build factories. The 
inducement to this lies in the fact that 
wages in all silver-using countries, former- 
ly cheap, have ncw, by the fall in silver, be- 
come 3) per cent cheaper; or to put it in a 
different form, in gvld-using 
countries, through the appreciation of gold, 
have become 100 per cent dearer. 

“Given an equilibrium of prices at any 
moment between a silver-using and a gold- 
using country, any subseque fall in the 
silver must have one or the other of two 
results—either the gold price must fall or 
the silver price must rise. The exchange- 
able value of any article is, within a cer- 
tain limit, representing costs of transport, 
necessarily the same all the world over. 
For example, a bale of cotton has the same 
exchangeable value in Liverpool, Bombay 
or New Orleans, allowing for a certain fixed 
margin, representing costs of transport, 
merchants’ profit and duty, if any. When- 
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the adjustment would be rapid. But the 
Standard of wages in any country is regu- 
lated on very different principles.”’ 

He gives this illustration: “Suppose two 
cotton mills working, the one in England 
and the other in Japan or China, and com- 
peting with one another for the sale of 
their productions, and contrast the posi- 
tion of the two in 1873 and 1893. Let us 
assume that in 1873 they were competing on 
even terms, that. is, that each realized to 
the owner the same profits. In 18% each 
employs the same amount of labur as it 
did in 1873, which the English pays for in 
gold at the old rates, and the Japanese in 
Silver, also at the old rates. The Japanese 
mill owner still pays for his men, as he 
used to, 18 to 20 cents a day, and for his 
women 8 to 10 cents a day. In 1873 that 
meant 9d. to 10d. per day for men and 4d. 
to 5d. for women. Now, it means just one- 
half, that is, 4d. to id. and 2d to 216d, 
Muitiply this over 2,000 mill hands and see 
What the saving will be on labor alone. 
But this is not all The same ad- 
vantages accrues on the coal bill. 
Japanese coal cost them, say from $4 to 
$5 a ton, which meant 16 to 20s. That now 
Only means 8 to l0s. The same thing ap- 


plies to rents, wages, taxes and all fixed 
charges whatsoever. They are all pay- 
bie in silver ana have in no wise varied with 
the rise in gold. Only in the single item of 
raw material is the old equality maintain- 
ed. Both are free to buy that, wherever 
they can find it cheapest on the world’s 
market, the only advantage being proxim- 
ity to the best source of supply and, con- 
sequently, economy of transport.’’ 

He says the same argument applies to 
the making of machinery in silver stand- 
ard countries, and, indeed, of almost every 
article England has been supplying silver 
using countries with. 

‘The result of all this will lead to a grad- 
ual transfer of the seat of all the great 
manufactures from gold using to silver us- 
ing countries, 

Had not this c« ency trouble arisen 
he says, England would easily have been 
enabled to maintin her industria] suprema- 
cy and to pay her laborers higher wages 
than were paid in any other country. But 
the divergence of the old values of gold and 
Silver by. as much as 50 per cent has en- 
tirely altered conditions. “Coal is no longer 
relatively cheap in England, nor is iron. 
Labor is 100 per cent dearer in relation to 
Silver wages than it was. We have no 
monopoly of scientific machinery. Oriental 
Nations can buy the best that is produced, 


and they can engage skilled workmen to- 


teach them how 
trade, 


“The consequence of all this is what 
might be expected, while old eStablished in- 
dustries in England are in many oases 
barely paying expenses, new and rival in- 
dustries in the far east are springing up 
oe and in spite of inexperience and 
CxXtravagance of inanagement are paying 
handsome returns to their owners.” 

The United States is as Vitally interested 


to beat us at our own 


in this matter as England. While England’s’ 


exports to Japan are yet great, they will 
continue to decrease year by year as manu 
factories grow in the orient. America con- 
tinues to puy more each year from Japan 
particularly since the Japanese manu- 
facturer has learned to manufacture in 
imitation of American patterns. We sgell 
to Japan but little. 

Phousands of cotton and hemp carpets 
are made in Osaka (on orders from New 
xork houses that Supply patterns) and 


Shipped to New York annually. The cot-. 
ton from which they are made comes from ° 


America via Liverpool. The New York 
firms find they can import them from here, 
paying duty on the same, cheaper than 
they can be made in the United States. It 
is the same in chinaware, vases and pot- 
tery. I saw in Kioto several days ago a 
Japanese factory 
several thousand cheap satsuma vases 
for a New York house. 
a Japanese silk house I saw s@veral thous- 
and cheap embroidered table covers being 
packed for shipment to New York. 
American manufactured goods of almost 
alb Kinds are beginning to be im‘tated here, 
not only for consumption in Japan, but 
for shipment throughout the east and in 
many cases to America. With Japan’s 
Cheap labor and her money standard but 
balf ours, unless something is done to re- 
monetize silver our manufacturers and 
laborers must suffer. The wonderful pro- 
gress Japan has 
twenty-five years has surprised the world. 
W.th the advantages her money standard 
g.ves her, the ambition and skill of her 
people will make her one of the greatest 
manufacturing countries on earth within 
another quarter of a century.

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He Is the Man Who Killed Estes, of 
Morgan County. 


JUST READY TO START FOR TEXAS 


An Officer from Madison and a Ma- 
con Detective Nab Him. 


SAYS HE INTENDED TO COME BACK 


Ever Since the Tragedy He Has Been at 
His Uncle’s, in Baldwin County—His 
Wiie Was with Him There. 


Macon, Ga., August 2.—(Specials)—W. O. 
Green, who killed J. T. Estes on May l2 
at Newborn, on the Morgan county side of 
the lire, was arrested at the passenger de- 
pot in Macon fonight at 7:20 o'clock and is 
now in the Macon.barracks awaiting the ar- 
rival of Sheriff Fears, of Morgan county, 

The killing of Estes was a sensational af- 
fair. Estes was a prominent citizen and 
prosperous farmer of Morgan county. He 
was about sixty years old. Green is twenty~- 
three. Green and Cora Estes, the eighteen- 
year-old daughter of I. T. Estes, loved each 
other, but Estes was opposed to their mar- 
riage. 

On Sunday, May 12th, Green and Miss Cora 
eloped beHind a fast trotter, for which Green 
tonight says he paid $165.. Green found 
Cora at Sunday school. They drove rapidly 
to Newborn to get married. Estes pursued 
and overtook them at New- 
before they had a chance 
to marry. Green fired at Estes with a 
44-caliber pistol, killing him, Green and 
Cora renewed their flight and three miles 
further on they came to 4 ministér’s house 
and were married. 

Then Green escaped from his pursuers, 
who were trying to catch him for killing 
Estes. Hunting partieMscoured the country, 
hut could never locate him. Sheriff Fears, 
of Morgan county, offered $200 reward for 
his capture, and it is sald that the governor 
plso offered a reward of $200, but even this 
sum could not effect his capture. 

Green was represented as being desperate 
nnd as having declared he would never be 
captured alive. Threats of lynching are said 
to have been made if he was caught. 

In an interview tonight with The Consti- 
tution’s correspondent Green says that he 
married Miss Cora withm twenty-five min- 
utes after killing her father. He immedi- 
ately went to Baidwin county to the plan- 
tation of his uncle, Joe Scroggins, where he 


has been ever since. 

This is about forty-five miles from the 
home of Estes in Morgan county. In Jihe 
his father, Robert Green, who resides in 
Texas, came to see him and he decided to 
go back to Texas with his father and re- 
main until next March, when he intended 
to retufn“to Madison and stand his trial. 
He said that the only reason he evaded ar- 
rest was that he did not care to lie in jail 
wntil court mét. He says he has employed 
Hon. Calvin George, of Madison, to de- 
fend him. 

Green says that he, his father and his 
wncle, Joe Scroggins, left his uncle’s yes- 
terday afternoon in a two-horse buggy 
to come to Macon, where he and his father 
intended taking the train tonight.for Texas 
via Montgomery, They reached Walnut ' 
creek bridge, two miles from Mdcah, at 3 
o’clock this morning, where they camped 
all day, with the exception of Scroggins, 
who came to Macon and spent the morning, 
presumably to ‘“‘see how the land lay.’’ 

Scroggins returned to Walnut creek bridge 
this afternoon for Green and his father, The 
fthree men drove into Macon to the union 
passenger depot at 7:15 o’clock tonight to 
take the 7:30 o'clock train for Montgomery. 
They walked boidly into the depot, while 
Scroggins drove his team to Holleman’s sta- 
bles. Robért Estes purchased tickets for 
himself and son to Smithville. Why they 
fought tickets only to Smithville is un- 
known, unless they desired to throw any 
possible pursuers off the track of their true’ 
route. Immediately after the purchase of the 
tickets and just ten minutes before’ the 
Geparture of the train, City Detective 
Patterson, of Macon, and W. Shive.s, an 
officer of Madison, stepped up and arrested 
W. O. Green, He made no resistance and 
quietly walked off with the officers unmhand- 
cuffed to the barracks. At the request of 
his father the officers did not put hand- 
cuffs on the young man. The arrest was 
made before Scroggins had returned from 
athe stable. No pistol or weapon of any kind 
was found on Green’s person. He was nice- 
ly dressed and had $85 in his pocket. At the 
time of the killing he was clean-shaved, but 
tonight he wears a héavy set of side whis- 
kers. After the arrest Green’s father went 
to the ticket agent and said: “I desire you 
to redeem these tickets az circumstances 
have changed and we won’t need them.” 
The price of the tickets was refunded. 

The manner in which Green came to be 
captured was this: W. Shivers arrivg! from 
Madison on the Georgia train at 6.45 o’Glock 
tonight, and went immediately to Chief of 
Police Butner with a letter of introduction 
from Sheriff Fears, of Morgan, requesting 
that the chief would deputize an officer to 
assist in the arrest of Green. The chief ap- 
pointed City Detective Patterson for the 
work. Patterson and Shivers had only a 
few minutes to spare and hastened to the 
Gepot and got their man. Had they been 
ten minutes later the train would have been 
gone with Green and his father. it is not 
«now how Sheriff Fears, of Morgan, as- 
certained that Green would be in Macon to- 
night, en route to Texas. Green is very 
@nxious to ascertain how his movements 
became known. 

Chief Butner has wired Sheriff Fears of 
Green’s arrest, and the sheriff will no doubt 
come for him tomorrow. It is supposed that 
Detective Patterson will get some of the 
$450 reward. 

Green says he left his wife at his rncle’s 
fn Baldwin county. He says that she was 
very anxious to go to Texas with him. 
Green declares that he will be acquitted. 
He refused to give his side of the case, 
stating that he did not care to n:ake a 
Statement before the trial. - He is an intelli- 
gent and gentlemanly looking ‘man. His 
father and uncle are still in the city. 
Green’s coming to Macon was a bold pro- 
ceeding. He could easily have 4riven to a 
point a few miles below Macon ond there 
boarded the train. .

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CONVICTION OF THE TAYLORS 
« ; a 
Of the Murder of the Meeks Family in 
: - Mifimsourt. 

Catroliton, Mo., August. 2—After being out 
two and one-half hours today the jury in 
the Meeks murder case brought in a ver- 
dict of guilty. The clerk polled the jury 
and then read the werdict: 

“We, the jury,-find William P. and 
George Taylor guilty in the first degree.” 

The crowd began to applaud vigorously 
‘and William Taylor half rose in his seat 
with a look of terror in his eyes. The 
judge and sheriff rapped for order... Still 
the crowd cheered and the judge, rising 
on the bench, shouted to the sheriff to ar- 
rest any man that applauded. The crowds 
gathered in the courthouse square and 
stréets and discussed the verdict. All were 
jubilant. But one ballot was taken by the 
jury. The defense at once prepared a mo- 
tion for a new trial. It is said by attor- 
neys for the state that this will not be 
granted, because the case was conducted 
so carefully as to leave no ground for an 
appeal. , 

William Taylor is a banker at Browning, 
Linn county, Mo., and his brother George 
is a farmer near Browning. Both are mar- 
ried and accounted wealthy. The crime of 
which they stand convicted was the mur- 
der of Gus Meeks, his wife and two chil- 
dren, in May, 1894. Meeks had shortly be- 
fore the tragedy been released from the 
penitentiary and was an important witness 
for the state for the prosecution of the 
Tayler brothers of an alleged fraudulent 
eattle traneaction. On the night of the 
murder Meeks and family were taken from 
their home in a wagon by the two Taylors 
on the pretext of sending them from the 
country. The next morning the half-burn- 
ed bodies of Gus Meeks, his wife and two 
of their children were fond in a straw 
stack on George Taylor’s farm. Nellie 
Meeks, aged nine years, survived her inju- 
ries and gave the alarm that sent the 
Tavlors flying out of the country on horse- 
beck. The subsequent pursuit of the fugi- 
tives, their sensational arrest aid trial has 
already been told in these dispatches. 


OMAHA’S POLICE SQUABBLE. 


Appointment of Three New Commis- 
sioners by the Attorney General. 
Omaha, Neb., August 2.—Interest in the po- 
lice squabble'is increasing this morning by 
the appointment of three new commissioners 
by the attorney general and the commis- 
sioner of public lands and buildings, both 
of whom are republicans. The new men are 
all very well known Omaha citizens and 
are among the most prominent and reputa- 
ble men of the city. W. J. Broatch, the re- 
publican member, was mayor for two terms 
and was a very popular official. He is @ 
manufacturer and dealer in iron, General 
Paul Vandervoort, the populist; is com- 
mander-in-chief of the National Industrial 
League and of the populist recruiting club, 
and A. C. Foste?, the democratic member, 
is the manager of the Swift Packing Com- 
pany and stands very high in business ctr- 
cles. The new law does not compel the 
board to give more than one member of 
the comimittee to each democrat or popu- 
list, and this act is regarded as a very 
graceful one by people in general. The city 
is very quiet and there is no disturbance, 
but a good deal of*ridicule of the mayor’s 
proclamation of yesterday. The city council 
will meet this afternoon at 4 o'clock to ap- 
prove the bonds of the new commissioners, 
after which legal steps will be taken to 
oust the old board, and they will be suc- 

cessful, it is believed. 


THERE WILL BE NO STRIKE. 


Mine Operators and the Miners Come 
to Terms. S 


Pittsburg, Pa., August 2.—A compromise 
has been effected and a strike of western 
Pennsylvania coal miners averted. This 
morning’s session of the miners’ conven- 
tion was given up to a discussion of the 
propositions submitted by a committee 
representing the coal operators at yester- 
day’s session. The proposition had been 
placed by the miners in the form of a 
resolution which extended the time until 
October ist, the wage rate in the inter- 
mediate time to remain at 60 cents per 
ton, after that date 6&4 cents in cash pay- 
ments and 69 cents where there are com- 
pany stores or a coupon system in vogue. 
This resolution was adopted by the’ con- 
yention and the operators were so noti- 
fied. 

This morning the executive committee 
of the operators association met and rati- 
fied the resolution as adopted by the 
miners’ convention. The operators’ propo- 
sition had named November Ist as the time 
for wage readjustment. Their acceptance 
of the miners’ date—October lIst—is a de- 
cided victory for the latter. 


LABORERS FOR GUATEMALA. 


A Party of Fifty Leaves Jacksonville, 
Fla. 

Jacksonville, Fila., August 2.—Another 
party of fifty laborers will leave tomorrow 
morning at 8:30 o’clock for Mobile, where 
they will take a ship for Guatemala to work 
on a new railroad being built from the 
coast to the fruit country in the interior, 

A telegram from B. H. Hopkins, travel- 
ing agent of the Louisville and Nashville 
railroad; stated that the gang of laborers 
which left here, last Wednesday morning 
for New Orleans left that port on the 
steamship Stillwater at noon on Thursday 
for Puerto Barios, Guatemala. 

The company building the ralflroad pre- 
fers to have laboring men from Florida, as 
they are more accustomed to a warm cli- 
mate than those from other states. The 
company contracts with the men to get 
them free passage and $2.25 per day.

When Released on a Writ of Habeas

Jacksonville, Fla.. August 2.—Judge Call, 
of the circuit court, this morning granteg 
the writ of Rabeas corpus petitioned for 
by R. C. Scott, ex-city treasurer, who was 
arrestcd Wednesday on a capias issuea by 
the clerk of the criminal court, on inferma- 
tion filed by the county solicitor charging 
Scott with embezzlement. 

Mr. Scott, however, was immediately ar- 
rested vl a warrant sworn out in County 
Judge Baker’s court, charging him with the 
embezzlement of $° 167.88. He waived ex- 
émination and gave bond for his appearance 
at the next term of the criminal court of 
record. The bond was for $5,000 and was 
signed by Banker John Stockston and R.

BUT SOME LINES ARE VERY FIRM, 


— 


Demand for Structural Iron and Steel 
Keeps Up—Reports irom Business. 
Centers Are Hncouraging. 


New York, August 2—Bradstreet’s tomor- 
row will say: 

“The week presents a larger volume of 
trade in many lines, and at many points, 
than in the week before and one year ago. 
The rush of orders for steel and iron leads | 
in the interior,’ dssplaying remarkabie 
strength. Western manufacturers have 
been obliged to purchase eastern billets 
to meet their orders. Less confidence is 
placed in last week’s rumors of serious 
damage to the spring wheat crop in Min- 
nesota and the Dakotas, and the other 
conspicuous feature of the week is the evi- 
dence of reviving confidence.on the part of 
western and northwestern interior mer- 
chants now that the corn and spring wheat 
crops promise well. This is shown plainest 
at Chicago, St. Louis, Milwaukee and St. 
Paul, where the order demand and sales to 
buyers in person have increased to a strik- 
ing extent. 

“At the south general trade remains of 
as moderate volume as previously noted. 
Nashville and Galveston report material 
gains. There is a better outlook dnd feel- 
ing at Charleston, but elsewhere midsuin- 
mer quiet rules. All the milis are busy at 
Augusta, and delay in paying the sugar 
bounty affects trade very unfavorably in 
Louisiana. At larger eastern centers there 
are no changes beyond a better demand in 
leading staple lines at Baltimore, New 
York and Boston, based en improving in- 
terior demand for fall delivery. 

“The general industrial situation is some- 
what improved through the probable suc- 
cess of the strike of the New York tailors, 
the end of the strike of the Cleveland wire 
drawers, continued advances of wages, the 
starting up of new manufacturing enter- 
prises and a further increase in demand for 
leading manufactured staples, notably 
iron and steel. At Chicago, coke pig-iron 
manufacturers have been refusing orders. 

“There are 221 failures in business re- 
ported to Bradstreet’s this week, as com- 
pared with 239 throughout the United States 
last week, 220 in the week one year ago, 
and 459 in the corresponding week of 1593. 
In the like week of 1892 the total was only 
156.”’

“The year’s busiess will be much affected 
by the crops and the most hopeful estimate 
falls below a full year crop, except for 
corn. Larger stocks than were immediate- 
ly wanted have been taken by traders as 
prices were advancing, and these tend to 
limit further orders. The general advance 
in many products also causes reluctance 
to purchase, and the distribution of the 
past half year has been in part to make up 
for stocks and indvidual supplies depleted 
during two years of economy. On the oth- 
er hand, there has been enormous increase 
in the working force and a considerable in- 
crease in wages paid, which enables people 
to buy more freely. Apprehension of mon- 
etary disturbance has been quite pushed 
aside. Strikes of some importance appear, 
but do not yet threaten to last tong, 
though a strike of cou: miners may for a 
time affect business somewhat extensively.

OHIO POPULISTS’ TICKET, 


Coxey Selected as Their Gubernato- 
rinl Candidate. 

Columbus, O., August 2.—The platform re- 
ported by the resolutions committee was 
materially changed by the populist state 
convention this morning. As soon as the 
resolutions were read Tom Fitsimmons, of 
Cleveland, an admirer of Coxey, said the 
resolution indérsing Coxey’s good roads 
idea had been placed at the bottom of the 
list. He moved that it be put in the second 
place, Judge Stark, of Cleveland, said there 
had been too much Coxeyism in the conven- 
tion already. This brought Coxey to his 
feet. The lawyers, he said, had been run- 
ning things in this country to the exclu- 
sion of the maeges for some time, They 
were trying to run this convention, 

The additions to the platform include the 
following: 

“Declaring it treason to issue interest- 
bearing bonds in time of peace; that the 
trial of Debs wasa subversion of the right 
of trial by jury, and demanding that all 
public monopolies be nationalized; favoring 
the state sale of intoxicating liquors with- 
out profit; declaring in favor of the election 
of all state and national officers by direct 
vote of the people; favoring the eight-hour 
system of state employment,” 

But two names were presented for the 
nomination for governor. They were Ed 
Stark, of Cleveland, and J. 8S. Coxey, of 
Canton, 

Coxey was nominated, the vote standing 
520 for Coxey and 74 for Stark. The conven- 
tion then adjourned to 3 p. m. 

The ticket was filled out this afternoon 
By the nomination of John H. Crofton, of 
Cincinnati, for lieutenant governor; George 
W. Harper, of Green county, for treasurer; 
W. V. Baker, of Newark, for attorney 
general; E. D. Street, of Cleveland, for su- 
preme judge, and W. A. Floyd of Denni- 
son, for member of the board of public 
works, George A. Groot, of Cieveland, was 
unanimously indorsed by the convention 
as candidate for the United States senate.

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: Work Is To Be Resumed. 
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Washington, August 2.—Some interest is. 


felt in administration circles over the re- 
port from Colon that work is to be resum- 
ed on thet Panama canal. There is no 
question in the minds of experts that the 
canal can be built; the only differenc 
among them is as to the amount of money 
necessary for the purpose. The best au- 
thorities say that $100,000, 000 in addition 
to what has already been expended will 
be required to finish the work. Others 
place the sum at a much larger figure, and 
if any experts whose opinions are 
worth quoting fix the amount at much 
below $100,000,000. 

The work on the canal was begun fifteen 
years ago, but for the past half dozen 
years little if anything has been done. 
During the time the work was actively in 
progress the enormous sum of $220,000,000 
was expended. Much of this money, it 
is alleged, ws diverted from its original 
purpose, and large sums were wasted in 
extravagances that were little short of 
criminal. A fair amount of the work has 
already been completed. The principal 
work yet to be performed is at Culebra, 
about fifteen miles east of Panama, where 
a cut is to be made through the Andes 
mountains. An American naval officer 
who spent several months on the isthmus 
several years ago estimates that the work 
at Culebra alone will cost $25,000,000. He 
is convinced, however, that a canal across 
the isthmus is practicable. 

Mr. Menocal, for several years past in 
the employ of the Maritime Canal Com- 
pany, which obtained the concession for 
the construction of the Nicaragua canal, 
while not disposed to speculate as to Me 
future of the Panama canal, said that it 
would work no injury to the Nicaragua 
route. The latter. he said, is 700 miles 
nearer New York than the Panama canal, 
and it would for this reason be used ex- 
clusively by American vessels running be- 
tween the east coast of the United States 
and the Pacific slope and the countries 
which lie beyond the Pacific. It would 
be, moreover, a route mainly followed by 
vessels from Europe bound to. the 
west coast of America. He - added 
that veS8sele from Liverpool to Aus- 
tralia could also save several hundred 
miles by using the Nicaragua canal. He 
thought the Panama canal .might secure 
the trade of vessels plying between Europe 
and such of the South American countries 
as reru, Chile and Argentina, but this 
would represent the greater part of its 
business. 

The building of the two canals, Mr. 
Menocal said, might result in a cutting of 
rates, but in such a warfare the Panama 
company would be the greater sufferers. 
If the Panama canal represented an outlay 
of $300,000,000, the tolls charged for transit 
through it must necessarily be high in or- 
der to meet current expenses and to pay a 
fair rate of interest on the capital invest- 
ed. The Nicaragua canal, on the other 
hand, can be built, in.Mr. Menocal’s opin- 
ion, for less than $65,000,000. ‘ He is more 
convinced of this since his recent visit to 
Nicaragua than before. If the canal can 
be built for a sum not exceeding $65,000,000, 
the tolls for transit through the water- 
way could be reduced, he says, to $1 a ton. 
He estimates hat vessels aggregating 
5,000,000 of tonnage wil’ lavail themselves 
of the privilege of the canal, which would 
make the yearly receipts of the concern 
$5,000,000. This would not only pay the run- 
ning expenses, but would leave a handsome 
sum each year to be applied to the sinking

GOLD GOING AGAIN, 


Over Two Million Dollars Ordered : 


for Export.. 

Washington, August 2.—Treasury officials 
were surprised this afternoon when inform- 
ed that a demand had, been made upon the 
fubtreasury at New York for a considerable 
sum of gold for export. The amount ex- 


ceeds two million, and opens up another- 


gap which the Morgan-Belmont bond syn- 
dicate may feel called upon to fill. One w.il- 
lion was called for by the Bank of Mon- 
treal, and upwards of a million and a quar- 
ter by the coffee importing houses. The 
treasury has not been officially advised ot 
the transaction. According to the vifficial 
figures issued at 2 o'clock this afternoon, 
the reserve stands at $107,115,251, a loss since 
yesterday of $118,251. s 

Acting Secretary Curtis says the move- 
ment indicates nothing more than a desire 
upon the part of the American exporters to 
pay their debts as they fall due, the export 
of gold at this season being occasioned by 
the Hquidation of foréign accounts. The 
shipping of gold to the Montreal bank is 
not, the secretary says, an unusual occur- 
rence. That bank has a large credit in 
New York, and this call for goid, is, he 
thinks, on account of the demand for set- 
tlement. Assistant Secretary Curtis scouts 
at the idea of any attempted run on the 
treasury gold.

JUDGE GRIGGS OPENS COURT EARLY 


He Starts It Off an Gour Harlier Then the 
Lawyers Are Accustomed To—Odd 
Fellows Going to Griffin. 


Macon, Ga., August 2.—(Special.)—There 
was a large and enthusiastic meeting of 
wholesale grocers and wholesale jobbers at 
the Chamber of Commerce today at 11:30 
p’clock to hear an address from W. F. Van- 
diver, of Montgomery, on the question of 
freight differentials, which matter has been 
termed a boycott of the Louisville and 
Nashville road. Mr. Vandiver is vice pres. 
dent of the Southern Wholesale Grocers’ 
Association, and is also chairman cf the 
ppecial committee appointed over two years 
ago at the meeting at St, Louis to take up 
freight differentials. Mr. T. D. Tinsiey, 4 
prominent grocer of Macon, of the firm of 
m R. Jacques & Tinsley Company is also 4 
member of the committee, Today's mieet- 
ing was presided over by S. R. Jacques. Mr. 
Vandiver made an interesting two-hours’ 
address and stated that the grocers’ asso- 
ciations all along the line are standing firm 
in their position. Resolutions of thanks 
were adopted to Vice President Vandiver 
for his address. Resolutions were also 
adopted reatfirming the action taken by te. 
Macon wholesale grocers at a recent meet- 
ing in effect “That all goods bought should 
be routed when possible over those railroads 
that are friendly to granting differentials. 

Vice President Vandiver left this after- 
moon for Atlanta. He has already visited 
Charleston. Savannah and other places. 

Opens Court Early. 

Judge Griggs, of the Pataula circuit, arriv- 
ed in Macon tonight, and gives notice that 
he will convene Bibb superior court [0 
morrow morning at 8 o’clock, which is one 
hour earlier than the court is accustomed 
to assemble.

{interesting petition of W. B. and O. G. 
Sparks, Jr., for injunction against the 
Union Compress and Warehouse Company. 

Judge W. R. Hammond, of Atlanta, will 
also appear before Judge Griggs and ask 
for a modification in the decree of sale ot 
lots of land of the Macon Construction Com- 
pany, lying along the line of the Georgia 
Southern and Florida railroad, and situ- 
ated in the state of Ficrida. ‘The origina! 
order signed by Judg Griggs directed that 
xhe lands in each county be sold on succes- 
sive davs. For instance, the property in 
Houston county’ shall be sold on the 
Wednesday following the day on which 
gaid sale in Bibb county shall take place; 
that in Dooly county on the Thursday fol- 
lowing; that in Irwin county on the Friday 
following; that in Berrien county on the 
Saturday following, and that in Lowndes 
county on the Monday following, so that 
gaid sales shall follow each other one day 
apart, Sunday excepted. The order further 
prescribes that property located in Florida 
shall be sold before the courthouse door in 
Bibb county. Commissioners of saie have 
ascertained that the railroad schedules are 
such that the commissioners cannot go from 
county to county on successive days, and 
that lands lying in Florida must he seld be- 
fore the courthouse door of the county in 
which the land lies. Judge Hammond will 
ask Judge Griggs to allow a modification 
of the order to conform with the above,

FARMERS’ INSTITUTES, 


Professor Hunnicutt Is Off on a Trip 
for Organization. 

Athens, Ga., August 2.—(Special.)—Pro- 
fessor J. B. Hunnicutt, who occupies the 
cha‘r of agr:culture in the State College of 
Agriculture and Mechanical Arts, started 
this afternoon on a tour of several weeks 
through Georgia in the interests of farmers’ 
institutes. 

He goes first to Hawkinsville, where he 
will attend the meeting of the institute at 
that place, which is :n a thriving condi- 
tion and doing good among the farmers 
who belong to it and attend its sessions. 
Professor Hunnicutt will lecture at this 
meeting. From there he will go ‘to La- 
Grange and then to Newnan and at those 
places he wi.l deliver lectures before the 
farmers. 

Then Professor Hunnicutt will be joined 
by Wr. H. C. White, president of the 
State college, and they will attend the 
session of the State Agricultural Society at 
Cumberland. Then they w.ll start to work 
organ.zing new institutes. The first one 
wi.l be organized at Waynesboro and then 
One at Sandersville. The entire programme 
has not yet been made out, but before 
they return home they intend organizing 
at least six new inst:tutes. 

The Farmers’ institute is an organ‘za- 
tion originated by these two gentlemen’ 
and fostered and encouraged by the State 
College of <Agr.culture and Mechanic 
Arts, located at this place. The idea is to 
get a number of farmers to organize into 
a body that holds regular sessions once a 
mouth for the purpose of exchang:ng ideas, 
discuss.ng methods of farming and posting 
themselves On .ewerything necessary to 
their calling in life. lt has been found that 
th.s work results in great benetit to the 
farmers who, through exchange of ideas 
aud listening to lectures by gvad° agricul- 
turists, learn many things of benefit to 
them. 

&.nce this Movement #was started ia 
Georg.a a number of institutes have been 
organized and in every instance good has 
resuited. The one crop idea has disap- 
peared; the diversifying of crops has 
taken its place; the intensive system of 
farming has been brought to the frost 
and more prosperity has come upon the 
farmers who have given their actention 
and study to the farmers’ institute work. 

Yrofessors White and Hunnicutt wiii be 
gone about three weeks on this trip.

BAR AND POSTOFFICE BURNED 


Four Buildings Destroyed at Thunderbolt 
Bids Called for to Complete the Pub- 
lie Building at Savannah. 


Savannah, Ga., August 2.—(Special.)— 
‘While working a piie driver at the Savan- 
nah river bridge on the Florida Central 
and Peninsular railroad this morning one 
of the guy ropes holding the boom gave 
way, caus:ng it to swing around in such a 
manner that it overturned the flat car on 
which the pile driver was fastened. The 
car, machinery and tender of the engine 
were carried twenty feet down in the 
marsh off the trestle. Three men were 
caught wander ithe car, one of whom 
escaped unhurt, another had three ribs 
broken and a third had an injury to his 
spine which will likely produce death. 
The accident happened forty miles from 
the city and the names of the injured men 
could not be ascertained tonight. 

Fire. at Thunderbolt. 

The little town of Thunderbo!it sustained 
quite a heavy loss this afternoon in the 
shape of a fire, which destroyed four 
buildings on the bluff. The fire started in 
the Warsaw, a bar and restaurant kept 
by Thomas Butler, took in a store and a 
residence to the north and a store to th® 
south kept by J. A. Hall, the postmaster 
of the town. All the government postoffice 
funds, however, were saved. ‘fhese four 
build.:ngs were burned entirely ta the 
ground and though others near them were 
scorched, the hand engine brigade, the 
volunteer fire department of the town, 
kept the fire from spreading any further. 
The total loss is from $1,000 to $15,000. 

Bids for Public Building. 

The plans for the superstructure of Sa- 
vannah’s new pubiic building arrived to- 
day after many delays.

FARMERS AT CUTHBERT. 


An Interesting and Well Attended 

Session of the Horticaltural Society. 

Cuthbert, §a., August 2.—(Special.)—The 
twentieth annual session of the Georgia 
State Horticultural Society was brought to 
a close last night. This morning the dele- 
gates were taken in charge by the citizens, 
driven over the city and out to the fruit 
and dairy farms. They have been enter- 
tained at the homes of our people and ev- 
erything has been done for their enter- 
tainment and pleasure. The session has 
been a very pleasant and profitable one, 
much work having been done. The dele 
gates leave with the most pleasant recollec- 
tions of Cuthbert. It was fit and appropri- 
ate that their meeting was held in Cuth- 
bert, the center of the great fruit section 
of this great state. As wired last nignt, 
Athens, Quitman and St. Simon’s were ask- 
ing for the next meeting of the society. 
At the night session Griffin was brought in, 
She slipped in, as it were, on the others 
and secured the next meeting. 

The question box was opened and last 
night’s session was devoted by the meni- 
bers to answering questions. These ques- 
tions all pertained to the best interests and 
advancemet of horticulture and were very 
interesting. In addition to this, the list of 
different fruits was gone over and revised. 
Those not generally grown and adapted to 
shipping and home use were dropped. The 
reports from the different vice presidents in 
the several congressional districts show- 
ed the great and growing interest in hor- 
ticulture in- the several sectiors of the 
state. They contained many valuable sug- 
gestions as tg shipping, packing and sell- 
ing fruits. The committee on president's 
address adopted unanimously all the ideas 
suggested by him in his annual message, 
especially as to state aid .o horticulture, 
appointment of state entomologist and biol- 
ogist and special state legislation for hor- 
t&cultural protection. ‘They also recom- 
mended the organization of co-operative 
associations in fruit sections, with board 
of directors, for the uniform packing, cor- 
rect shipping and best sale of fruit. 

The address was the most valuable paper 
perhaps before the convention, The society 
elected Professor J. 8S. Newman, of At- 
lanta; Mayor J. H. Alexander, of Augusta, 
and A. D. Williams, of Yatesville, as deie- 
gates to the State Agricultural Society. 

Thanks were extended the city of Cuth- 
bert and her people for entertainment 
and to the railroaas and express company 
for courtesies. 


DEBBIE IN COLUMBUS.

Silver in Alabama. 

Mr. Joseph F. Johnston, the well-known 
Alabama banker and democratic leader, 
has the following in The New York Mer- 
cury: 

“I favor the free coinage of silver be- 
cause I am opposed to falling prices for 
wages, commodities, and land, and prop- 
erty; because I favcr preserving the parity 
between money on the one hand and prop- 
erty and labor on. the other; because the 
average annual increase of the world's 
population reaches ten millions, and the 
entire product of both silver and gold, 
available for money purpeses, would not 
give more than $15 per capita for this in- 
crease. 

“In the United States we have about 
$400,000,000 of gold. Against this, paper 
money, in the shape of treasury notes, 
certificates, national bank notes and other 
paper indebtedness, redeemable now in 
gold, aggregates nearly or quite $750,000,000. 
In other words, there are about two paper 
dollars now demanding, or authorized to 
demand, gold to where there is one dollar 
to arswer that demand. No wise man 
would increase this unequal struggle for 
redemption, and therefore no paper ocur- 
rency can be had to supply the legitimate 
demand for money. 

“I oppose the gold standard because it 
weuld require the world’s product of gold 
(available for money), for ten years, added 
to our own stock, to pay the taxes alone 
demanded annially of the people of the 
United States. 

“No country ever prospered with a small 
e'rculating medium. The United States, 
being an urdeveloped country, requires 
more money than England or France. 
There is not enough gold money in thé 
world to pay tthe debt of the railroad com- 
panies of the United States. 

“I favor the coinage of silver because I 
believe that the very day our mints were 
opened to it every silver-preducing and 
silver-using country in the world would 
ecmmence transferring their traile to the 
United States, and that we should witness 
a tremendous development of our manu- 
facturing interests, and that the demand 
fcr our products woutd bring widespread 
and lasting prosperity to our country. 

“The people of those countries would pre- 
fer to trade with us because they could pay 
in their own money, and not be forced to 
sell it for gold in order to settle their 
debts. 

“I favor free coinage because I believe it 
will enhance the value of our profucts 
and the wages of ova.laborers, and because 
I believe no permanent or healthy growth 
can be had when the producing classes 
cannot get reasonable rewards for their 
labor and skill.” 


Delicious Tuscan Pudding. 

Make a boiled custard with one pint of 
milk, sweetened with half a cup of sugar, 
boiled and poured on three beaten ¢g85, 
writes Elizabeth Robinson Scovil in a 
timely article on ““‘The Summer Luncheon 
Table,” in the July Ladies’ Home Journal, 
Return the mixture to the saucepan and stir 
until it thickens, but do not let it curdle 
as it will if it boils for more than a second. 
When cool add one pint of cream, half a 
cup of sugat, a quarter of a box of gela- 
tine, dissolved and strained, half a tea- 
spoonful of vanilla, a quarter of a teaspoon- 
ful of essence of lemon, twenty drops of ex- 
tract of bitter almond. Put in a mold with 
smooth sides and pack in ice and salt. The 
proportion is two. quarts of broken ice to 
one of coarse salt, well mixed. In an hour 
remove the mold, and after wiping it care- 
fully uncover it, and with a knife scrape the 
frozen cream from the sides. Beat it thor- 
oughly, as this makes the texture fine and 
smooth. If it is nearly frozen add half ® 
pound of sweet almonds, blanched and 
chopped fine, half a pound of candied gin- 
ger, cut in small pieces, and half a pound 
of citron prepared in the same way.

The British Bench on Bloomers.

The costun.e of feminine bicyclers firmly 
holds its plece as one of the leading sub- 
jects of discussion on both sides of the At- 
lantic. It agitates social circles, disturbs 
churches, and causes infelicity in families. 
The pulpit hurls denunciation at the bloom- 
ers and those who wear them, and the 
bench gets an increase of business from 
suits at law growing out of this controver- 
sy.

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THE RAILROAD SENATE. 


The Triumvirs of the Southern Rail- 
way and Steamship Assocypatiog. 
There will be a meeting of the board of ar- 

bitration of the Seuthern Railway and 

Steamship Association in this city Monday. 
This will be a very important :»ssien of 

the high tribunal of the associated rail- 
roads of the south, and many matters of 
deep interest and concern will come up for 
adjustment before the hoary-headed judges 
who decide all the disputed matters between 
the railroads. 

The board of arbitragion of the Southern 
Railway and Steamship Association <on- 
sists of Colonel Carter, of Washington; Col- 
nel John Screven, of Savannah; Major 
Green, formerly of Augusta, but now of 
Atlanta. 

These are the high tribunal of the asso- 
ciation which passes upon all matters of 
deep interest which have been disagreed to 
by the members of the executive committee 
of the association. For instance, in the 
matter of rates, if several lines fail to 
agree in the formulation of a rate between 
certain peints on certain articles through 
their representatives on the rate committee, 
the matter is referred to the executive com- 
mittee of the assoziation, which is composed 
of the presidents of the various lines that 
form the organization. If the executive 
committee should fail to agree the matter is 
rafeorre4 tm the hoard of arbitration, which 
is the high court of the entire association, 
BU Wlieaw Ver Line w0aru OF arbDliirat.vn Ce 
cides, the roads have to abide the ruling. 

The board of arbitration is what Mr. Bt. 
John, of the Seaboard Air-lLine, wants to 
abolish. He was met on @ compromise at 
the Asheville meeting of the associaiion, 
however, and if that compromise realizes at 
the meeting to be held at Manhattan Beach 
on the 13th instant, there will hereafter be 
a decided change in the manipulation of 
such settlement. The board of arbitra- 
tion will remain just as it is, but the roads 
in dispute on any question will have tne 
right to select a different board of settle- 
ment if they see fit, and desire to do so. 
Bach road will be allowed the right to se- 
lect its own arbitrator and the odd man will 
be selected by the association to cecide 
the matter. 

In this way, while the board of arbitration 
will remain as it is now, any road at any 
time will have a right to create a new board 
for the adjustment of the nice points at va- 
riance between it and its rivals, 

The meeting of the board of arbitration 
to be held here next week promises to be 
a very important one.

The Cathedral Our Lady of Goadalape Is 


To Be Reopened. 
REGARDED WITH GREAT VENERATION 


One of the Most Sacred Spots to the De- 
yout in All Mexico-Aa Oid 
Btory Retold. 


City of Mexico, July 30.—(Special Corres- 
pondence.)}—On the first of October next 
the shrine of Guadalupe will be thrown 
open to the public once more. It has been 
closed for repairs for over five years. The 
reverance for the cathedral of “Our Lady of 
Guadalupe” cannot be imagined unless one 
has lived among the Mexicans for a while 
at least. All else in the republic can un- 
dergo change, but no garty nor person 
has yet had the temerity to lay a desecrat- 
ing hand upon the holy place, nor cast 
doubt upon the miraculous appearance of 
the virgin upon this spot. 

Five years ago it was decided to enlarge 
the cathedral and to extend the nave into 
a deeper recess chancel and to add another 
dome. The whole is now on the point of 
completion. The Rev. Plancarte Labas-

tida, who has’ been entrusted with the re- 
construction of the church, has formally 
made the announcement to the Mexican 
Catholics that the sacred edifice will be 
completed on the first of October. 

Commencing with that day the ceremon- 
ies attendant on the coronation of the 
virgin of Guadalupe will be inaugurated, 
and the religious festival will last until the 
12th of the month, when sacred orations 
will be delivered by some of the most dis- 
tinguished foreign prelates invited for the 
occasion. In this respect Father Plan- 
carte, who has been appointed mitered ab- 
bot, has announced that the archbishop of 
Quebec will deliver a sacred address in 
French, and that Cardinal Gibbons will 
deliver one in English. It is also given 
out that Monsignor Satolli, the apostolic 
delegate, has accepted an invitation to at- 
tend. 

The entire interior of the great cathedral 
is being renewed and is under the direc- 
tion of Professor Pina, director of the 
school of painting in the academy of San 
Carlos. Senor Pina is a great colorist ana 
his scheme of ornamentation is full of al- 
jusions to the great miracie of February 
9, 16531. 

Our Lady of Guadalupe. 

According to the story, an Indian of 


-Quauhtitian, whose name was Quauthla- 


toaizin, paid daily visits to the church of 
Platilolco. He became a convert and was 
baptized under the name of Juan Diego, 
He still continued his visits to the church, 
however. Hjs way to the church from his 
hut lay around the hills of Tapayaw, three 
of which are arranged like gigantic stairs, 
the first being much the smaliest. As he 
rounded this one, which was quite close to 
the Aztec causeway that united Platilolco 
with the main land to the north, he sud- 
deniy heard music Nike celestial breath- 
ings and saw a bright light under a small 
rainbow at the top of the hill. When he 
became accustomed to the lezht he saw 
within it that form which has become 
known to the whole Christian world as 
“Our Lady of Guadalupe.’ A gentile voice 
spoke out of the light, saying: “Son Juan, 
where goest thou’ Juan, in his inno- 
cence and ignorance, answered boldly that 
he was going to niass on the ‘other side of 
the mountain. 

“Son,”’ said the voice, “I am the virgin 
mother of the true God, Author of life, 
Creator of all things, Lord of heaven and 
earth. It is my wish that a temple shall 
be built on this spot where, as a tender 
mother to thee and to thy race 1 will show 
my loving kindness that I feel for thy 
people and for ail that love me and seek me 
in theif trouble. Thou must go to the 


- City of Mexico, to the palace of the bishop, 
} and tell him that it is my wish that a 
r temple be built to me here.’’ 


The Indian, with fear and trembling, 
went to the palace of the bishop and was 
with difficulty admitted. The bishop, Juan 
Zumarraga, doubted the story and sent 
the Indian away with an evasive answer. 
This was on Saturday, and on the evening 
of the same day, the indian heard the same 
celestial breathings, saw the same light 
and the same voice spoke to him out of 
the light. 

He repeated the words of the bishop, but 
the virgin saia to him in the same sweet 
tones of the day before: “I have messen- 
gers and servants in multitudes, but it is 
my wish (nat thou doest «this thing. Go 
again to the bishop and say that she that 
has sent thee is the Virgin Mary, mother 
of the true God.” 

Bishop Zumarraga, when the Indian came 
and protested, with tears, that he had 
returned only out of obedience to the beau. 
tiful virgin, was much moved because he 
knew that Juan Diego would never show 
such persistence unless he was obeying 
some superior being. But he told the In- 
dian that he must ask the vision for a 
sign. With this he dismissed him and gave 
orders for two attendants to follow him 
and report on alf they saw. They <did so, 
and followed him to the hills not far from 
the city; but suddenly he vanished out of 
sight, for their hearts were filled with 
contempt for a member of a despised peo- 
ple, and they were not allowed to behold 
the sacred vision. 

The third time he met the vision and 
said that the bishop was seeking a sign. 

“Bon Juan,”’ she said, “return here to- 
morrow and I will give thee a sign that 
shall suffice so that all men shall give 
credit to thy words.” 

But the next day Juan’s uncle was so 
violent with a fever that he could not be 
left and so also on Tuesday. The next 
day he set out for the church to get a 
priest to give the last rites to his uncle. 
Rounding the little hill, the virgin was 
there and much nearer to him tlian on the 
day she last appeared. Juan fell on his 
knees in an agony of apprehension. 


Then the Indian stammered out: “Th 
sign, the sign.” RR an Eee

was begun at once and every year since 
something has been added to the glory 
of Guadalupe. In after years the tilma 
was rented to certain towns which might 
be suffering with plague for a price often 
being as high as $6,000 or $8,000. The 
sacred relic was never allowed to remain 
at one place for more than one day. 
Besides the church on the hill there has 
since been built the great cathedral, which 


is néw undergoing repairs, the church of 


the Well and a dozen or more memorial 
chapels. The scheme for decurating the 
cathedral, or as it is more properly called, 
“The Church of Our Lady of Guadalupe,” 
is founded upon the circumstances of the 
miracle. : 

In the center of the edifice is the altar 
with the precious tilma, erected upon 4 
platform above’ the floor, and so arranged 
as to be visible to every ome in the nave 
of the church. The tilma is in a frame 
of virgin gold about eight inches broad, 
and in the center of the top is the crown of 
the virgin in high relief, set with the most 
brilliant precious stones. The gold frame 
is surrounded by a broad outer frame of 
brass and this is supported by fluted pilaa, 
ters of white marble. Above these is an 
architrave molding forming a base for 
a frieze upon which in low relief ‘are 
classic wreaths and garlands. Above the 
cornice of the frieze is a Roman arch with 
double archivoll. The keystone of the arch 
is the head of a seraph and the whole is 
mounted by a Latin cross over which falls 
a wreath of flowers. On each side of the 
altar are piers of Italian marble directly 
in line with the relic and there are pedes- 
tals for two statues, one to represent Bishop 
Zugnarma@~a and the other Juan Diegg 
kneeling and adorning the relic. The 
domed roof of the baldaquin rises above 
ail and is purely architectural in spirit. 

Four, Winged Angels. 

At the four corners are minarets sur- 
mounted by classic attics and these form 
a basis for four winged angels very boldly 
designed and very effective. Above these 
are four others that tower in adoration 
over the tilma of the hanaquan. On the 
west side is the akar table of Italian 
marble with the cacrariam table nearly 
under the relic. In the center is a circular 
panei of the Lamb of God. The sides are 
filled in with traceries of Byzantine arches 
and pilasters, and in the center of the 
arches are little panels of a creamy white 
marble carved with acanthus leaves. 

The platform of the altar is reached by 
two staircases of Italian marble with balus- 
trading of solid silver weighing twenty-six 
tons, These stairways begin and end 
with newel posts of chuluca from which 
rise candelabra of silver. The color dec- 
oration of the body of the church is a soft 
transparent olive green for the enormous 
columns that support the roof and this is 
relieved by a soft salmon color. The 
church is a Latin cross with a dome and 
transceps. The ceilings of the nave and 
aisles are a series of smaller domes. These 
ceilings are all a bright blue, studded with 
stars and traversed by bands of color form. 
ing that peculiar cross made by the junc- 
tion of the Latin cross with the cross of 
St. Andrew, the holy rood of Scotland. The 
capital of the arches are Corinthian, and 
are richly gilded with gold leaf. 

On the walis of the transceps are being 
hung four great pictures which are being 
painted by Professor Pina. The first of 
these paintings represents Zumarraga 
bringing the glorified tilma under a superb 


baldaquin of crimson velvet to the little | 


chapei on the hill where the virgin first 
appeared. Zumarraga in his magnificent 
pontifical robes occupres the center; on the 
left is an Indian in an agony of delight, 
and near him is a Spanish cabellero in 
full armor with his visor raised, looking 
over his mustache with an air of proud 


comntempt. The other three pictures have 
not been completed and the subjects have 
not been made known. They will all be 
in their piaces by the first of October, at 
the coronation of the virgin. 

This is a description of the Church of 
Our Lady as it wili be seen at the corona- 
tion. The exterior of the cathedral has 
not been altered in any way save what was 
hecessary to enlarge it. lts walls are 
from three to four feet thick and the 
who.e structure is one of the most massive, 
though not one of the largest, in the repub- 
lic. To the right of the cathedral, a little 
further up the hill is the chapel of the 
Weu. This is built of Spanish tiling and 
its design is the purest bit of Moorish ar- 
chitecture on the continent. It is sup- 
posed to be built exactly on the spot where 
the .virgin last appeared. As her feet 
left the ground in her ascent to heaven, 
the tradition is, the water gushed #rth.

A TEXAS QUEEN. 


Mrs. Richard King Owns 2,000 Suqare 
Miles. 
From The Washington Even‘ng Star. 

One representative in the next congress 
will be nominated and elected by a woman. 
She is the widow of Captain Richard King, 
and she owns a principality in southern 
Texas. Her landed estate consists of 
ebout 1,250,000 acres—that is to say, nearly 
2,000 square miles. For taking care of this 
vast domain a small army of men is re- 
quired. Their votes are controlled by the 
mistress, who is to all intents and purposes 
a queen. 

The records of the land office at Wash- 
ington reveal some extraordinary facta 
with relation to that part of southern 
Texas which seems on the map to intrude 
into Mexico, terminating in a point at the 
mouth of the Rio Grande. This region, 
nearly as big as New England, comprises 
four great counties and is owned by four 
families—the Kings, -the Kennedys, tha 
Collinses and the Armstrongs. Much the 
largest of the four shares belongs in fee 
simple to Mrs. King. 

A Wild Region. 

The ancient road from San 
Brownsville had been closed by Mrs. 
King’s fences, and there are, no gates, 
There is no road law in that country. The 
only way to get from Brownsvi:!le to Alice 
is by a stage route of forty houts. The 
Stage carries mail for a large party of 
Mexico. In the entire distance there is not 
a sngle settlement, because the territory 
traversed belongs to ‘Mrs. King. The re- 
g:on is wholly wild, being used for cattle 
grazing. ‘Mrs. King is referred to by Rich- 
ard Harding Davis in one of his articles, 
who remarks that it is d-fficult to imagine 
a solitary family occupying an area larger 
than some cf the eastern states—an area 
that would in the east support a state capi- 
tal, w.th -governor and legis‘ature and 
numerous small towns, with competing 
railway systems and rival baseball nines. 

A Liberal Proprietor. 

The owner of this principality is a gen- 
erous and liberal-minded woman, about 
sixty years of age. She doves much good 
and takes care of her people. To each 
laborer on her estates she gives a cow. 
Her ranch of Santa Gertrudis is the larg- 
est in the world. It is bounded by Corpus 
Christi bay for a distance of forty miles 
and by barbed wire fences for £00 miles 
more. From her front door to her front 
gate is thirteen miles, and she can drive 
in her carriage sixty-five miles in a 
straight line without going off her own 
premises. Her house looks like a castle 
on the Rhine—a typical baronial mansion. 
It is situated on a shght eminence, sur- 
rovnded by the modest dwellings of her 
dependents and by fields of wavine corn. 
Beyend on every side is a green wilderness 
of mesquite and cactus 

Beauties of the Chateau. 

The chateau is as completely furnished 
and as handsomely equipped as any man- 
sion on Fifth avenue in New York. No 
luxury that money can buy anywhere is 
lacking to the widow, who, by the way, 
is the daughter of the first Presbyterian 
missionary to the Rio Grande. Corpus 
Christi is the terminus of a railway, and 
from that point a continuous stream of 
wagons carry ice and other necessaries 
to the ranch. Mrs. King lives for severai 
months of each year in a palace at Corpus 
Christi. Her son-in-law, Robert J. Kle- 
berg, is general manager of the ranch, on 
which are 200,000 cattle of improved breeds 
Long trains of freight cars are made up 
at Corpus Christi to carry Mrs. King's 
cattle to the east. 

To run the vast estate costs about $100,- 
000 a year. For every twenty miles of 
banbed wire fence there is a man to make 
repairs and see that no break occurs. In 
the old days to cut a fence was an offense 
likely to result in the death of the perpe- 
trators of the act. Three hundred cow boys 
are regularly employed, 1,200 ponies being 
set asice for ‘their use. Every spring all 
of the calves are rounded up for branding. 
They are driven into a pen through a 
wooden chute, and, as they leave the chute, 
each one is caught by the leg and thrown 
upon its side. 

The Triangle Brand. 

Then one of a dozen irgm; that are kept 
red-hot in an open fire is pressed upon the 
animal’s nose. All brands are registered, 
and sometimes each member of a family 
has one. Mr. Davis speaks of a girl who 
came out in society in New York three win- 
ters ago, and who is known in Texas only 
as “the owner of the triangle brand.’ No- 
body can get water in that country save 
by good will of the owners of the great 
estates, and no one can travel without their 
permission, inasmuch as there are no public 
roads. Thus it comes about that the re- 
gion is entirely shut up and unused to 
any extent for agriculture, though it is 
extraordinarily fertile.

The fact was recited that 
the time intervening before the opening of 
the exposition was short, and that the work 
on the Midway was progressing rather 
slowly. In order to finish it in time it was 
necessary that the concessionaires get in @ 
hurry at once, ; 

The resolution provided the penalty men- 
tioned for siow concessionaires, The chief 
of construction will keep an eye on the 
work and any unnecessary delay will be 
visited with the proper punishment, 

The Midway presents a rather live spec- 
tacle now. A half dozen buildings are un- 
der construction. Two are finished. The 
vaudeville theater, where the living pictures 
are ito be shown and where the variety ar- 
tists will hold forth, is going up fast. It is 
a big structure of two stories and will com- 
fortably hold fifteen hundred or. two thou 
sand people. The beauty show is also mov- 
ing up. Other buildings are being built as 
fast as workmen can get along. The entire 
Midway is covered with lumber, ready for 
the buildings. There is little doubt but that 
the Midway buildings will be ready in full 
time for the opening of the exposition, as 
all of the concessionaires are anxious to 
reap the benefits of the entire show. 

Mr. Clifford, representing the '49 camp, is 
in the city to start the construction of his 
unique building and village. This will not 
be on the Midway. A location has been 
granted the camp in the northeastern cor- 
ner of the grounds, in the strip of woods in 
the rear of the manufactures building. The 
enclosure will be quite large. 

The Mexican village is almost finished. 
The arena for the bull fight is ready. The 
village is quite pretentious. Its gates will 
open with those of the exposition.

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“More Facts.” 

The Chattanooga Times is very much 
worried over what it calls the “stridu- 
lent cackle” set up by the free coinage 
democrats over recent and successful ef- 
forts of the agents of the mouey power 
to purchase newspapers in the south and 
west and turn them against the interests 
of those who favor the restoration of 
silver. The Nashville American was in 
favor of the restoration of silver. It 
was bought out, lock, stock and barrel, by 
those who are in favor of republican 
financial doctrines. The change Wwas 
perfectly understood by its readers and 
nobody was deceived by it. The Wall 
streqt interests wanted an organ in 
Nashville, and finding The American for 
sale, they purchased it and changed it 
from a democratic newspaper into a de- 
fender of republican financial legisla- 
tion. 

This was a fair and square bargain, 
and no complaint was made. Subscrib- 
ers who didn’t like the taste of the 
medicine they were getting could quit, 
and thus put an end to an unexpectedly 
bad bargain. On the other hand, if they 
liked the doctrine they could continue 
to imbibe daily doses of it. So far so 
good. 

But what has happened in Birming- 
ham. Ala.. is a different matter alto- 
gether. A number of republicans have 
raised a large enough sum of money to 
purchase The Birmingham Age-Herald, 
which has heretofore been a democratic 
newspaper. At the head of the syndi- 
cate is Mr. Aldrich, who was the candi- 
date of his party for congress in 1894. 
Mr. Aldrich was not only a candidate, 
but he is contesting the seat of Mr. 
Underwood, the democratie candidate, 
who was elected. 

Mr. Aldrich and his fellow republicans 
have bofight a controlling interest in 
The Age-Herald and propose to run it 
in their own interest. But how? Not 
as a professed republican organ, but as 
a republican organ in disguise. The re- 
publican batteries are to be masked; the 
people of Birmingham are to be treated 
to a republican ambush. Instead of 
avowing the republican principles of its 
owners The Age-Herald is to be printed 
as a “sound” money democratic paper. 

It will be a sufficient recompense for 
the republican owners of The Age- 
Herald if they can forward the republi- 
ean scheme of gold monometallism un- 
der the democratic flag. The Age-Herald, 
owned and controlled by republicans, is 
to be democratic in name and republican 
in fact. In other words, under pretence 
of being a democratic newspaper it is 
to advocate a financial system whieh the 
republican party has been instrumental 
in forcing upon the country. 

“Who that has any sense,” exclaims 
The Chattanooga Times, “cares about 
the politics of the men owning some 
printing materials and the goodwill of 
a newspaper?’ But right-here honesty 
comes in and pleads for a hearing. If 
the politics of “the men owning some 
printing materials and the good-will of 
a newspaper” is republican and their 
newspaper is avowedly republican there 
is no harm done. They are engaged in 
an, honest effort to popularize their 
opinions. Dishonesty’ and insincerity 
show their horns when a parcel of re- 
publicans engage to print and publish a 
democratic newspaper. 

So far as the Birmingham paper is 
concerned the democratic disguise is 
thin enough for every honest man to see 
through. No genuine democratic news- 
paper ever did or ever will indorse the 
financial policy which the republicans 
have inflicted on the country. ‘ 

Nevertheless, we think it would have 
been better for all concerned if the pro- 
prietors of The Birmingham Age-Her- 
ald had avowed their purpose at the out- 
set. When congress meets, Aldrich, the 
republican, will be contesting the seat of 
Underwood, the democrat, and then we 
shall have the beautiful spectacle of a 
pretended democratic newspaper either 
boosting the claims of a republican con- 
testant or remaining silent in regard to 
the rights of the democrat. 

The Chattanooga Times wants all this 
stuff about mere facts” to be 
stopped. The wish is natural. Facts, 
and nothing but facts, are opposed to 
the British gold standard. With facts 
out of the way, the subsidized newspa- 
pers and the paid agents of Wall street 
would have nothing to contend against.

They should get together 
and compare notes. 

The New England _, cotton men have 
doubtless visited the White mountains 
many times, and they can go there when- 
ever it suits them, but a trip to the At- 
lanta exposition, with a look at the cot- 
ton mills of Georgia and the Carolinas, 
is an exceptional opportunity, and it 
should be utilized. We hope that the as- 
sociation will take this view of the 
matter. 
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Exposition Railroad Rates, 

The definite announcement of the 
schedule of railroad rates for the ex- 
position has been received with general 
approval by the southern press, and 
from everywhere assurances are extend- 
ed that the people will take full ad- 
vantage of the reduced rates that have 
been offered. 

The rates already announced cover all 
points south of the Ohio river, and with- 
out exception they are the most advan- 
tageous ever offered for an exposition 
in this country. Taken as a whole the 
rates are lower and the terms better 
than were given for the world’s fair, 
the centennial at Philadelphia, the mid- 
winter fair at San Francisco, or the 
New Orleans exposition. 

The rates for the lines north of the 
Ohio river will be fixed im.Chicago on 
the 6th of this month, and it is to be 
hoped that the western railroads will 
co-operate with the southern lines and 
establish a schedule for all points north 
of the Ohio river which will be as satis- 
factory as those already fixed for the 
south. 

The exposition management feels very 

much encouraged at the action of the 
southern railroads, and if the western 
lines are as liberal there is no doubt that 
the crowd which will visit Atlanta dur- 
ing the exposition will be limited only 
by the capacity to care for it. 
» Mr. Charles E. Harman, ' general 
passenger agent of the Western and 
Atlantie railroad, as a member of the 
board of directors of the exposition and 
also of its committee on transportation, 
has manifésted the deepest interest in 
the effort to secure a schedule which 
would be satisfactory not only to the 
exposition but to the railroads. He has 
labored zealously to this end and de- 
serves much credit for the good work 
which has been accomplished. At the 
Lookout mountain meeting he and Mr. 
W. A. Turk, general passenger agent of 
the Southern railroad, were particularly 
urgent in the effort to secure satisfac- 
tory rates, realizing that the success of 
the exposition depended largely upon the 
rates announced. Mr.. Turk, like Mr. 
Harman, has been very active in this 
behalf and to those untiring representa- 
tives of the lines for which they spoke 
much credit is due for what has been 
done. 

In the schedule of rates adopted all 
Ohio river points will get a one-cent 
rate on tickets issued at intervals of ten 
days, and good for a period covering 
ten days. An effort was made to have 
the interval between the sale of one-cent 
tickets one week instead of ten days, and 
though this was’ not  suecessful it is 
hoped that the Louisville and Nashville 
and the Queen and Crescent lines will 
yet agree to it, and induce the western 
lines to adopt a similar schedule for 
western points. If this is done the ex- 
position management will be fully sat- 
isfied and will feel that the railroads 
have done their full part toward making 
the exposition a success. 

The Constitution feels assured that 
the enterprising and public-spirited man- 
agement of both the Louisville an& 
Nashville and the Queen and Crescent 
systems will agree to the proposition to 
issue one-cent tickets at intervals of one 
week instead of ten days as already 
agreed upon. With thelr co-operation 
the western lines can no doubt be in- 
duced to take similar action and since 
both of these lines have been at all times 
active and liberal in their efforts in be- 
half of the development of the south. 
we are sure they will join in the effort 
to modify the schedule already named 
by making the slight change indicated. 
The southern railroads will thus be en- 
abled to present a united reuest to the 
western lines at the Chicago meeting. 


Atlanta’s August Weather. 


Whatever else may be said about the 
situation it cannot be denied that the 
weather just now is delightful. It is 
an ill wind tha& blows nobody good, and 
in this particular the storms that have 
been pestering the west and the north- 
west have resulted in cooling the at- 
mosphere of this region to a degree that 
is delightful. 

We frequently have cool weather in 
summer as the result of heavy rains. 
Some years fires have been found to be 
a source of comfort even in the middle 
of July, but we do not remember to 
have seen August open with,a tempera- 
ture that has about it a touch of the 
vitality of spring as well asa suggestion 
of the ripeness of autumn. , 

It rarely happens in the usual arder 
of things that the voice of the mocking- 
bird is heard during August, but yes- 


‘terday in West End a half dozen wild 


singers made their voices heard, and one 
of them made a curious attempt to imi- 
tate the rasping notes of the black locust 
or July fly. The attempt was a failure, 
for a mockingbird never was hatched 
that could compass such gfsagreeable 
and unmusical notes. The effort is only 
worth noting because it Shows how jubi- 
lant and reckless a mockingbird can be 
when the weather is fine. | 

Heretofore August has come in with 
a glowing furnace, but now the fires are 
out, and even the mockingbird, which 


flies to the leafiest coverts when the sun 
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then there is that feathered come- 
dian the blue jay.. When the sun shines 
hot he is never heard. But now he is 
playing an engagement in the sweet- 
gums and sycamores, screaming as if 
there were a covey of hawks in sight, 
and bobbing his head up and down as 
if he wanted to tell every one of them 
howdy. ‘There was a time when nobody 
ever could see a blue jay on Friday, and 
rumor had it that he and his tribe were 
carrying sand to satan to keep the fires 
of the inferno hot. If this happened 
at all, it must have happened when the 
weather was so hot that the blue jay 
had nothing else to do. At any rate, 
during this delightful weather, the 
blue jay finds a better occupation than 
sifting sand for old uncle satan. He is 
very much in evidence—the blue jay is. 
He has deserted the pines for the 
orchard, and he is quick to warn the 
smaller birds when the butcher bird is 
coming. 

It is curious that when we boys were 
young we used to call the butcher bird 
the French mockingbird. There was 
never any reason for it except that the 
wings of the butcher bird are tipped 
with white, and, at a distance, he has 
the appearance ‘of a mockingbird. A 
closer view dispels the illusion, for the 
butcher bird—the strike—has a beak 
that is a faint imitation of that of the 
sparrow hawk. The resemblance ends 
here, for the butcher bird has no claws 
in which to carry its prey. Whether it 
catches a field mouse or a field sparrow, 
it carries the game in its strong beak and 
impales it upon a thorn—sometimes upon 
the thorn of a locust tree, and sometimes 
in a hedge of Cherokee roses. 

This would be going far afield if the 
weather and the birds did not belong 
together. Let us be thankful that they 
are inseparable. When we have fine 
weather we have fine birds, and when 
we have bad weather we have no birds 
at all. It is a trying ordeal to pass 
through—to be deprived of birds and 
flowers, all on account of the weather. 
But it is what we all must come to 
sooner or later. Hence the necessity of 
enjoying that which we have to the 
utmost. 


As in Mississippi, So in Georgla. 

What the democrats of Mississippi 
have done the democratS of Georgia 
must do.

that policy. 

The democrats of .Mississippi have 
declared that the money question is more 
important than, amy local issue, and 
they have postponed the discussion of 
all other issues until this question is set- 
tled. Every county in Congressman 
Catchings’s district traversed his views, 
and even the home county of McCabe, 
the so-called “sound” money candidate 
for governor, sent delegates opposed to 
his nomination. 

As in Mississippi, so in Georgia. The 
people are aroused on this question as 
they never have been before. 

Those who think the democrats of 
Georgia can be fooled and hoodwinked 
are giving them less credit for honesty 
than the democrats of Mississippi have 
won. When the campaign opens the 
eyes of some of the politicians will be 
opened and jt is very much to be feared 
that some who now think they stand 
high in the public confidence and es- 
teem will be buried as deep politically as 
Stone and Catchings.

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How To Extend Our Eastern Trade. 

While we are waiting for the Nicara- 
gua canal we should not neglect other 
facilities which, if properly utilized, 
would enable us to extend our trade in 
the orient. 

Japan is now overstocked with steam- 
ships, many having beer purchased dur- 
ing the war to transport troops, and it 
is proposed to use these vessels in 
freight traffic. A Japanese line to San 
Francisco has been suggested, but this 
scheme cannot be carried out because 
the Southern Pacific railway controls 
the connections south and east of Cali- 
fornia, and would prevent the Japanese 
from getting our cotton traffic on the 
Pacific, a very desirable thing for a 
country which is going largely into the 
manufacture of cotton goods. Possibly 
a steamship line will be started between 
Yokohama and Tacoma. 

But what is most needed is a line which 
will enable the south to ship her raw 
and manufactured products to -apan 
and China. 

There will be no difficulty about ves- 
sels. Japan and this country can fur- 
nish all that will be needed. But how 
suuil we manage the matter of cheap 
and rapid transit between the Atlantic 
and the Pacific? This is the big ques- 
tion. According to The Engineering 
Press, the Tehuantepec Railway Com- 
pany is spending milions of dollars for 
engines and cars with a view to handling 
a large volume of business. If this 
company can be induced to put on a line 
of steamers to the Pacific ports south- 
ern trade with those markets will at 
once become very active. Coal on the 
lower Mexican and South American 
coast is quoted at from $7 to $11 a ton, 
and at such prices there should be a 
great profit in selling our southern coal 
in those localities. 

As the Nicaragua canal may be de- 
layed for years, it would be well for our 
manufacturers and wholesale merchants 
fto look into the possibilities of the 
Tehuantepec route. It is of the ut- 
most importance to speedily obtain sat- 
isfactory transportation facilities be- 
tween our southern ports and the coun- 
tries bordering on the Pacific. 


Atlanta’s Busiest Season. 
Thanks to the exposition and its far- 
reaching influences Atlanta is now pre- 
paring.to enter upon her busiest sea- 
son—a season which bids fair to expand 
into a period of many months. 
Our exposition was born of hard times 


,—it was the daring and heroic device of 


brainy men who were determined that 
Atlanta should rise superior to the gen- 
eral business depression. They believed 
that the pluck, energy and public spirit 
of our people were equal to any emer- 
gency, and it is already evident that 
they made no mistake. 

At a time when business and industry 
all over the land are in a stagnant con- 
dition every wheel is moving in our 
city; millions of dollars are being spent 
on new buildings, and men of capital 
and enterprise are rushing in. Real es- 
tate is looking up, the merchants are 
happy, the toilers find employment, 
money is circulating briskly and seeking 
investment, and 125,000 people within 
our limits feel in every circle and class 
the reviving touch of prosperity. 

Within a few weeks our streets will be 
crowded, and during the fall and winter 
there will not be a day when thousands 
of strangers from all parts of the world 
will not throng our marts and public 
places.

It is not a 
question of the legai.ty of the divorces, 
but of the jurisdict.on of the court which 
granted the divorces. 

Must Try, Try Again. 

“The people who availed themselves of 
these courts cannot be held responsitb&. 
The other courts of the territory wll have 
to right the wrong, or the legislature will 
pass a law legaiizing the acts of the pro- 
pate justices. Many of the people affected 
who neard of Justice Daily's first dec._sionu 
have gone back ‘to the territory and righted 
matters through the district court. What 
they have done has been done innocentiy 
and they should not be made to suffer for 
it. The couris alone ure to biame. 

“It is a mistake,” added Mr. Howe, ‘‘to 
Suppose that UkKlahoma is an easy plaee 
to get a d.vorce in. They are very str:cy 
there, as is shown by this iast decis:on. 
Many people ‘have the idea that Oklahoma 
courts offer about the same opportunities 
as South Dakota to persons seeking di- 
vorces, but this is not so. In South Da- 
kota a divorce can be obtained w-.thout 
corroborative evidence, but in Oklahoma 
the seekers for divorce must have one or 
more w.tnesses to corroborate his or her 
statements.”’ 


PORTER STOCKS’S SUICIDE. 


It Will Be Fally Investigated at the 
Capitol Today. 

The investigation of the suicide of Porter 
Stocks, which occurred less than two weeks 
ago, will begin this morning in the of- 
fice of the principal keeper of the peni- 
tentiary.

The story that comes from the camp of- 
ficials is to the effect that Stocks asked 
Dr. Howell] to let him see his pistol, The 
doctor told Stocks that it was against the 
rules, but threw out the cartridges and 
handed the gun to Porter, The young pris- 
oner handed the pistol back to the physi- 
clan, who loaded it, Then Stocks jerked 
the pistol away, handed his watch to the 
doctor and shot himself through the heart 
before any one could interfere. 

The watch was mislaid in the excitement 
that followed, and when a search was made 
it could not be found. It is very possible 
that it was appropriated by some convict 
in the camp who took it while others were 
attending to the dying man. The watch is 
still undiscovered, and its present owner- 
ship is a mystery. 

The shooting will be thoroughly sifted, 
and any looseness of management will be 
brought out.

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Dr. Hawthorne Has Something Further 


To Say About Them. 
HE TAKES UP FERRORE'S PHILOSOPHY 


An Interesting Card Written by the Bmi- 
nent Divine—He Defends the Lofty 
Statiop of W oman. 


The combat between “the new woman” 
and Dr. J. B. Hawthorne, pastor of the 
First Baptist church, of this city, seems to 
be on and on in earnest. 

Some time ago Dr. Hawthorne made a 


‘vigorous assault on bicycles and bloomers 


from the pulpit. 

Since that time he has been assailed by 
some and loudly applauded by others, 

The doctor has received letters of com- 
mendation full of enthusiasm from almost 
every state in the union, uplolding him in 
his attack on the bicycle and the ‘“uh- 
womanly costumes” of the women who ride 
the “‘bike.’’ 

It isn’t known what other kind of let- 
ters Dr. Hawthorne has received. 

But, the doctor takes the ground that he 
has been trying to uphold the lofty sta- 
tion of southern womanhood, and surely 
this is a most commendable task. 

There are men and men; some men have 
no more lofty feeling to womankind than 
they aave of sunmie MaSsCUiiNe Lrendship 
born of convivial good-fellowship among 
men and of men, But there are other 
mena Wav make a ueity vut Ol WwOMaly ‘Aney 
have no loftier aspiration to earthly fulfill- 
ment of religious instinct than to pay rich- 
est tribute to the name of woman, and live 
on and oh with that name the highest pow- 
er betwixt themselves and heaven itself. 

Here is the card the doctor sends to The 
Constitution: 

“Editor Constitution—To Ferrero, a young 
Italian, is due the credit of the clearest ex- 
pisition and defense of the latter-day phi- 
losophy which supports all that igs obscene 
in literature and art, and all that is un- 
womanly in the ‘new woman.’ In speaking 
of books which depict vice and crime, and 
invest them with bewitching halo, Ferrero 
says: “These books in creating a literary 
satisfaction, prevent individuals from seek- 
ing a further fruition in real life. They 
suffice to quiet latent tendencies which de- 
mand satisfaction. Whatever fatal effect 
a book of this sort may produce on an im- 
pressionable brain, it will always be less 
than if the reader had come into personal 
contact with the warped mental condition 
from which the book sprang. Hence the 
book is the best defense against dangerous 
psychical epidemics. Like the antitoxine in- 
jected to protect the sick from bacillus 
which produces the antitoxine, it is trans- 
formed into a remedy against the contagion 
that proceeds from it. _The book is read 
and put aside, certain personal tendencies 
have found satisfaction in its perusal, and 
society continues its usual existence uudis- 
turbed.’ 

“IT commend to the disciples of Ferrero, 
Dr. Nordau’s book on ‘Degeneratiun.’ If 
they are hopelessly degenerate, a perusal 
of this work will make them protvoundily 
ashamed of their master and of themselves. 

“The philosophy of Ferrero, translated 
into ordinary speech is this: ‘If a man has 
murder in his heart, he may find satisfac- 
tion and avoid the actual commission ol 
crime, either by writing a book, whose 
hero is a murderer, or by reading a book 
in which some red-handed assassin is the 
central figure. If his degeneracy is a lurk- 
ing tendency to theft, let him make him- 
self the hero of a literary romance in which 
ali the details of a successful bank robbery 
are described, or read a well-told story of 
some defaultirg cashier who has escaped 
the clutches of the law and unmolested 
enjoys his stolen treasure, If his criminal 
desires and conceptions are in the direction 
of sensuality, he may prevent fruition in 
real transgression by reading The Police 
Gazette, The Chicago Standard, or any one 
of a great number of papers which publish 
indecent pictures of women. Or he may ac- 
complish the same purpose by going into the 
studio of some painter, of the realistic 
school, or to some barroom or fashionable 
clubhouse, where the walls are adorned with 
enlarged photographs of feminine nudity. 
If that does not satisfy him, let him go to 
the theater, and feast his lustful eye and 
soul on living pictures.’ 

This is the infamous philosophy which has 
inspired all that is obscene in modern lit- 
erature and art, and all that is revolting to 
virtuous sensibility in the conduct of the 
new «woman. ‘Mrs. Cady Stanton, the 
chosen leader and law-giver of the Ameri- 
can division of the ‘progressive woman,’ is 
in favor of the bloomer costume, and even 
of tights, and thinks that as women have 
more beautiful legs than men, they ought 
to show them. Like Ferrero, she would 
have us believe that such unfeminine con- 
duct will act as an antitoxine to the degen- 
erate of both sexes. 

“This is the abominable teaching which 1 
have ventured to antagonize, and for which 
I have been traduced by bicycle agents and 
a few of the ‘immortal! 400.’ In attempting 
to open the eyes of southern women to the 
debauching tendencies of the practices born 
of this Italian philosophy I have been berat- 
ed, not only by the ‘new woman,’ but by 
men who would part with their birth-right 
for the new woman’s smile, 

“T have scarcely time to read the vast 
number of enthusiastic letters of commen- 
dation that come to mein every mail. It is 
more than a compensation for the bittér- 
eess which I have incurred by the faithful 
discharge of my duty as a watchman on the 
wall, to know that the women who consti- 
tute the real strength of our social fabric 
are with me. I am sure, also, .hat when 
the mad fever generated by the jsalse phi- 
losophy of Ferrero, and his Boston ally, 
has subsided, even the ‘400° will canonize 
me for my fealty to the cause of c.ue wo- 
manhood. I will not bother with the dl. 
minutive ecclesiastical apologists of this 
social fad. Having set my net for larger 
fish, I will allow them to pass through with 
the minnows. 

“If the newspapers will allow me an equal 
chance with the bicycle agents, the strong- 
minded women and the feeble-minded men, 
not many moons will wax and wane be- 
fore somebody will cry, ‘Hold! Enough!’

Seven Counties Retarned with an Actual 
Loss of Nearly a Million. 


OTHERS YET TO BE HEARD FROM 


Troup’s Peculiar Returns, However, Make 
the Slump Only Half a Million—The 
Effect of Clevelandism. 


The slump in seven counties yesterday 
amounted to only little more than half a 


million dollars. 

The drop off would have amounted to 
but little less than a million dollars had 
it not been for the unusual method of re- 
turns indulged in by the tax receiver of 
Troup county, which gives Troup an in- 
crease of’ $200,197. 

The counties that were returned yes- 
terday were Haralson, Jackson, Warren, 
Spalding, Chattahoochee, Terrell * and 
Troup. 

The truth of the Troup county matter 
is that there was a slump in that county, 
but, as stated, the returns as made by the 
receiver show an apparent increase of 
$200,197, while there is in reality a slump 
of $463,721. 

The returns for Troup last year were 
$3,710,638. These were the returns of prop- 
erty on the digest and which had reported 
for taxation. ‘ihe property on the digest 
this year is $3,246,801, showing that there 
has been a comparative decrease. A re- 
turn of the property of last year not on the 
digest would probably make the decrease 
much larger than it is now. 

Every day shows the same story and 
the effect of the attempts to force a gold 
standard are becoming more and more 
perceptible each day. Every county in 
the state will average a decrease that 
almost passes comprehension, but that is 
within the bounds of explanation. 

When many of the larger counties come 
in the comptrouer expects larger decreases 
and it is aqifficult to pretend to estimate 
just how much the state will fall off before 
the closing of the office against county re- 
turns.

The State Rifle Range Contest To Be Held 
August 2ist, at Aibany. 


FIFTH REGIMENT WILL BE REPRESENTED 


A Squad Will Probably Go from Every 
VUompany in the State—Rules Gov- 
erning the Meeting. 


The Fifth regiment is preparing to send 
a large delegation to Albany on. the 2ist of 
this month, at which time the state rifle 
range contest will be held. 

Rules and regulations regarding this 
meeting were received yesterday morning 
by Colonel Obear, inspector general of rifle 
practice. This contest promises to be 
one of the largest and most exciting held 
in the state. All of the troops will be rep- 
resented and the Artesian City will be 
stormed by the soldiers: 

It was the idea of Captain W. E. Wooten, 
of the Albany Guards, that a squad from 
every company in the state should meet 
on the 2lst and shoot for the championship. 
This was taken up favorably by his men 
and in a short time over $300 was raised, 
all of which will be offered in prizes. Re- 
duced rates at the hotels have been Sse- 
cured and the roads have also agreed to 
cut down rates for the occasion. The At- 
lanta teams have not been selected yet 
but the captains will name their men in 
a day or two. 

Following are the full rules governing 


the meeting: 

‘1, No company shall he permitted to en- 
ter a squad or individual men in this con- 
test unless such company is an organiza- 
tion recognized by tne state authorities, 
and is attached to some regiment or bat- 
taliomw of the Georgia state troops. 

“2. Each company shall send a team of 
not less .than five men, but five principals 
and tive alternates are preferred. 

“2 No member of any command shall 
be allowed to shoot in this contest unless 
he be a commissioned officer, or has been 
an enlisted soldier for not less than three 
months prior to the date of this contest. 

“4 Bach man desiring to enter the con- 
test shall be required to present to the 
inspector of rifle practice or other officer 
who may be in charge of the range, cre- 
dentials from the commnading officer of 
his organization, stating that he is qualified 
in rule 3. 

“5. No man who has qualified on any 
official or company range as either marks- 
man or sharpshooter, or who'has at any 
time entered into any interstate rifle con- 
test, will be permitted to fire in this con- 
test. Each man entering this contest 
will be required to present to the inspector 
or rifle practice or other officer who may 
be in charge of the range, a certificate 
from the commanding officer of his com- 
pany, stating that he is not barred from 
entering the contest by reason of this rule. 

“6. No rifle excepting the United States 
army Springfield rifie will be used in this 
contest. 


The team from each company | 


will be permitted to use rifies of such cali- 
ber as may be in use by their respective 
commands. 

“7. No rifle having a ‘hair trigger’ «< 
requiring less than a pressure of seven 
— on the trigger to discharge the 
iece, will be admitted as a proper rifie 
to be used in this contest. 

8. The hring will be under the super- 
vision of the inspector general of rifie

There was a good crowd at the tilting

He had severed 
a peg three-quarters of an inch in diame- 
ter. Quick to recover ‘himself his saber 
was aimed at the right just in front. He 
failed to pierce and his natty steed, reai- 
izing that it must finish up the run of ‘125 
yards in eleven seconds, dashed forward 
to the next post. This left cut is the most 
difficult exercise, but the cavalryman had 
a true éye and the peg was clean severed. 
The tierce ring was pierced and the ‘“‘nig- 
ger head’’ tapped lightly off. 

It was a good run and as he pulled up 
his panting charger the crowd yelled ia 
applause. Then came Ray and Fred Ben- 
teen and John Beattie. These were the en- 
tries and all rode well.

10. Benteen came in for 6 and Beattie 
for 9.

On the third Ray scored ll, Stewart 4, 
Benteen 11 and Beattie 4. 

The score for horsemanship was as fol- 
lows: ‘Ray 12, the highest mark; Stewart 
10, Benteen 11 and Beattie il. The avyer- 
age for saber exercise showed Ray 19, 
Stewart 17%, Benteen 21 and Beattie 20%. 
PMhis brought the general average for 
yesterday afternoon's exercise as follows:

The detectives believe that the negro un- 
der arrest is the same one who was shot 
by the young white man named Lamb on 
Marietta street, two weeks ago last night.

on that night and attempt to break in the 
building. Lamb and two companions had 
suspected that an attempt would be made 
to burglarize the store and they lay in wait 
for the burglars.

A few days after being carried to 
the Church street basement he was again 
moved to the house of a-woman residing 
in an alley in Darktown, and then again 
removed to the house of the Johnson 
woman, where he was arrested yesterday. 
His Latest Burglary. 
Thursday night a burglar opened the 
blinds of Mr. DeSaussure’s residence on 
Pryor street and entered a bedroom, steal- 
ing a number of articles, the most valuable 
of which were those mentioned. Detectives 
Bedford, Mehaffey and Barrett worked up 
the case and yesterday the arrest of 
Vaughan was made, the officers finding the 
piano cover stolen in the negro woman’s 
house and also the pocketbook containing 
the money. During the day they found 
the watch at a pawn shop and also re- 
covered other articles believed to have 
been stolen by the negro. The officers be- 
leve that he committed séveral other bur- 
glaries similar to that committed at Mr. 
DeSaussure’s residence, several having 
been reported as worked in the same man- 
ner, The negro seems to have made a 
specialty of entering houses by prying 
open blinds and going directly into bed- 
rooms, where he helped himself to things 
while the occupants of the rooms slum- 
bered. He is a smooth negro and accord- 
ing to the officers is one of the best catches

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MARKETS AFFECTED 


The Withdrawal of $2,300,000 Gold 
Unsettled Wheat and Cotton, 


AND BOTH CLOSED AT LOWER PRICES 


Stock Operators Became Alarmed at the 
Withdrawal and Devoted Their Time 
To Getting Rid of Stocks. 


New York, August 2.—The withdrawal of 
$2,350,000 gold from the subtreasury today, 
of which $1,750,000 will be forwarded to Evu- 
rope by the steamers Saale and Aurania to- 
morrow had an unsettling influence on the 
stock market. The shipments remained in 
the ordinary course of buginess, the ship 
pers having been unable to secure bills. 
The bulk of the gold to be forwarded is for 
the account of coffce importers, and will be 
shipped by the Saale. A firm of bullion 
dealers will send $100,000 gold bullion by the 
Aurania, and is included in the total given 
above. The $1,000,000 taken from the sub- 
treasury by the Sank of Montreal, it is un- 
derstood, will be held here for a time sub- 
ject to orders from Canada, The sterling 
exchange market closed strong at the best 
figures yet obtained, say $4.89'4 for bankers’ 
sixty days, $4.90% for demand and $4.90 for 
cables. The withdrawals of gold bave the 
reactionists their opportunity and they were 
not slow to take advantage. It has been 
known for weeks that operators with racher 
slim bank accounts have spread out a rate 
which threatened danger to the whole mar- 
ket. This pool alone, it was said, carrying 
fully 50,000 shares of American Sugar, which 
is was unable to find a profitabie market 
for. The gold shipments thoroughly alarm- 
ed this pool and their brokers were busy all 
day getting rid of the stock, under which 
process the price fell from 117 to 113%, clos- 
ing at the lowest figure, 11%, 500 shares 
changing hands on the way down. Other 
particularly weak stocks were Chicago Gas, 
Leather preferred, the Grangers, Louisville 
and Nashville and Wheeling and Lake Erie. 
Chicago Gas declined 1% to 56%; Leather 
preferred 1% to 85, and the Grangers % to 
1% per cent. Missouri Pacific lost a point, 
selling as low as 36%. Speculation at the 
close was weak, and especially for Sugar. 
Net losses in the railways for the day were 
% to 1% per cent, but the Industrials de- 
clined anywhere from \% to 3% per cent. 
Canada Southern and Pacific Mail were ex- 
ceptionally firm, and rose 4@1 per cent. To- 
tal sales were 302,210 shares. St. Paul, the 
second stock on the list in point of activity, 
figured for only 23,200 shares. In <‘hicago 
Gas 21,700 shares changed hands in Burling- 
ton & Quincy, and in Rock Island 11,900 
shares.

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Gold Exports and the Reason. 


The Wall Street Journal announced 
Wednesday that there would not be 
more shipments of gold abroad, It said: 

“No one believes any longer in important 
shipments of gold by anybody. Most peo- 
ple are satisfied that the syndicate—whether 
it contracted to do so or not—has set itself 
the task either of preventing gold exports 
at the outset or of making good the loss to 
the treasury subsequentiy, lit matters noth- 
ing which is done as the result as far as 
the treasury is concerned is the same, Gold 
exports are of no importance in any way 
when they do not diminish the treasury re- 
serve or advance money rates. 

“It would not surprise any one moreover 
if the Bank of England took steps to pre- 
vent American gold coming in by throwing 
other hindrances in the way. The advance 
in sterbing yesterday was thought to be a 
forerunner of some such action by the bank. 
Gold is so pientiful in Europe now and dis- 
counts are so easy everywhere that no one 
wants any gold or any money. 

“This is felt to be the real strength un- 
derlying the situation as far as exchange 
is concerned, and no one in the exchange 
market is very uneasy over the outlook in 
consequence.” 

Yesterday the firm which publishes The 
Wall Street Journal w!red over the country 
that the total gold taken for export today 
was $2,350,000. 

It further said: ‘‘We understand the syn- 
dicate has ceased to sell bills for tomor- 
row’s mail.

$3,071,000. Yet after all this skimping the 
diviaend on the common was not earned 
by $387,000. Dividends and payments on the 
latter were cut down in practically the 
Same amount as were the net earnings. 
The cut was $919,000. The reduction in net 
was $922,000. 

Now as tothe June statement. In that 
we have palpable evidence of the bare- 
faced attempt to round out the year and 
show the dividend was about earned. With 
that object and a little doctoring of the 
books the percentage of operating expenses 
to the gross was cut down to 5vV per cent, 
nearly 4 below that of the Burlington. 

Does any sensible person believe that 
these results were legitimately attained? 
Of course not. It is estimated—not by the 
bulls on the stock—that St. Paul will have 
to spend $3,000,000 for betterments deferred 
that the common stock might be kept on 
the dividend list.

The low-priced stocks and specialties are 
undoubtedly a purchase on the concessions, 
especially Chicago Gas.

Any one who supposed that the control 
of a gas corporation having a monopoly in 
a great city like Chicago is not:to be great- 
ly coveted is probably deceived by the fact 
that temporarily the certificates represent- 
ing that control are quoted in the 50s in- 
stead of in the 80s, where they have been 
quoted before and where we now predict 
they will eventually be quoted again. 

The current prices and movements of Gas 
are manipulation of the kind indulged in 
when cheap stock is being accumulated. 
And in this case the accumulation is be- 
ing done by those best acquainted with the 
Gas company’s prospects, earning pow- 
er and intrinsic value. The company’s 
difficulties are purely legal. Its business is 
all right. The former will be overcome and 
on such grounds the stock is a purchase.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Light Exports of Wheat and Heavy 
Exports of Gold Caused Weakness. 


Chicago, August 2.—The wheat market 
put in a sard session today. It differed 
from that of yesterday in that there was 
no recovery to speak of before the close. 
The curb trade before the regular opening 
was at fractionally higher prices, light re- 
ceipts from the northwest of sixty-four 
cars being the basis for the slightly firmer 
tone. The opening transactions were made 
with part of the advance maintained, but 
the foundation of the strength was de- 
Sstroyed when the explanation of the small 
movement was given. Farmers in the 
secticn referred to are busy harvesting 
at present and, therefore, have no way 
to haul grain to market. St. Louis had 
lillww busheis of wheat this morning, 
Which further imbued sellers with cour- 
age. About noon the announcement of 
heavy gold shipments to Europe struck 
anotner blow at prices, the steady tone 
which had then developed on covering by 
shorts giving place to one of extreme 
weakness and depression, with holders 
liquidating freely and bears pressing theig 
advantage.

The business that claimed 
the attention of*the meeting was immense, 
and all arrangements were made for the 
day. <A large delegation was present from 
Lithonia, representing the stone cutters, 
and they were enthusiastic over the re- 
suits of the meeting. They will be more 
than two hundred strong in the parade, 

The carpenters will participate in the 
procession, and will have floats and ban- 
ners. The plumbers and boiler makers, 
whose first organization was accomplished 
in Atlanta, will take part in the exercises 
of the day, and lend a helping hand toward 
swelling the numbers. The mail carriers, 
railroad engineers and firemen will be 
present, and will make a handsome ap- 
pearance in the parade. Conductors, 
brakeman and switchmen will all join 
hands with their fellow-workers, and are 
enthusiastic over the bright prospect. 

At the meeting last night a committee 
was appointed to invite the city firemen 
and police department to take part in the 
parade, and it is very likely that the com- 
mittee will meet with success. The city 
Officials, with Mayor King and Governor 
Atkinson, will be asked to occupy car- 
riages and ride to the grounds and take 
some part in the programme. 

From what has already been accomplish- 
ed, it is certain that the celebration of the 
day will be a glorious success, and the 
tradesmen are happy in anticipation of 
the event.

Johnson is 
wanted in connection with the Ead»sNeel 
‘burglary, which will be remembered as one 
of the boldest robberies that has taken 
place in the city. Reeves is not wanted by 
the officers. The officers after the two men 
were County Policemen Turner and Shep- 
herd and it was a long and exciting chase 
they had, finally returning to the city 
flushed with the satisfaction of having 
the man they went after. 
Was Going in a Boat. 

The Eads-Neel burglary took place some 
time last winter and since that time the 
Officers have been after Charley Johnson, 
an indictment, charging him with complic- 
ity in the burglary having been found 
shortly afterwards. Johnson left the city 
a few days after the burglary was com- 
mitted and has successfully evaded the of- 
ficers since that time until yesterday, and 
had he not been captured when he was he 
might have been securely located in the 
regions of Carroll county, far from his 
pursuers, today. He was making for that 
county in a boat when captured. 

Several boys are now under arrest for 
the burglary mentioned and when they were 
examined by the officers and grand jury 
last winter it is said that Johnson was im- 
plicated in the burglary by the other partic- 
ipants, The grand jury found a true Dill 
against him and it was placed ta the* hands 
of the sheriff, but no trace of the boy could 
be found, he deserting his haunts and home 
in the western part of the city. A day or 
two ago the county officers learned that 
there was a young man living at the home 
of Reeves, in the northern part of the coun- 
ty, who it was thought was Johnson, 

The Chase Down the River. 

Yesterday morning Officers Turner and 
Shepherd were detailed on thet case and 
together they rode to Reeves’s neighbor- 
hood, looking for the man described. When 
the officers reached Reeves’s home _ they 
found that he and Johnson had left an 
hour or two previously for the river, going 
in a wagon on which they hauled a brand 
new boat. The men had been seen making 
the boat several days ago and some suspi- 
cion was aroused by; that fact. The offi- 
cers at once started for the river, two or 
three miles distant, after the men, and 
when they reached Pace’s ferry they learn- 
ed that the two men they were after had 
gone Gown the stream in the boat .some 
time before. The officers were not to be 
outdeme and they at once struck off down 
the river as fast as their horses could go, 
riding’ in to the banks of the stream every 
few minutes and scanning the waters for 
the fleeing men, but nothing was seen of 
them, the men having got well off and a 
considerable distance ahead. Finally the 
officers left the river. and rode around td 
Iceville, on the river at the Western and 
Atlantic railroad bridge, where they found 
the men they were after in a store. The

Their Boat Capsized.

While in the store the officers arrived and 
took chage of them, bringing Johnson to 
tke city and lodging him in jail. Reeves 
was aliowed to return to his home. 

Johnson was seen in jail yesterday after- 
noon and he repeated the story of his effort 
to get away. He denied that he was, iry- 
ing to escape trom the officers, however, 
claiming that he was guing to Carroll 
county on a visit. He took his confinement 
indifferently and said that he had not been 
out of the county since the Eads-Neel bur- 
giary. He denied complicity in the bur- 
giary. 

Hugh Barrett, Jim Smith and Turner 
Mitcnell, accused of consplicity in the Hads- 
Neel burglary, are now serving sentences 
in the chaingang for another offense, All 
of the gang unger arrest will be tried this

The chairman of the visiting committee, 
Mrs. J. A. Wotton, read a most encouraging 
report on the work that.had been accom- 
plished by her committee. The patients in 
the hospital are visited frequently by the 
members of this committee, and the ladies 
look carefully after their needs. Mrs. Dr. 
Connolly, chairman of the flower commit- 
tee, was not present at the meeting yes- 
terday, but her report had been mailed to 
the meeting, and was read by the secretary. 
Mrs. Connolly has a large and zealous 
committee that has been arranging beauti- 
ful bouquets, and sending them to the pa- 
tients. These flowers are sent down three 
times a week, and in this manner fresh 
flowers are continually placed in the rooms, 
Mrs. Henry W. Grady, chairman of the 
committee on delicacies, reported that she 
had been enabled through the kindness 
of the friends of the hospital to send many 
waiters of delicacies to the patients, and 
that arrangements had been made whereby 
these waiters could be sent regularly. 

The patients in the Grady hospital are all 
being given every attention, and the phy- 
sicians and matrons are all conscientious 
in their endeavors to relieve the sufferers. 
They are give constant care and attention, 
and everything that is possible is done for 
them. The rooms are pleasantly located 
and the delicacies and flowers donated by 
the ladies in a great degree help the suffer- 
ers to forget their pain. 

The Exposition Hospital. 


The movement to establish a hospital to 
be located at the exposition grounds has 
met with much success, and it has been 
given the hearty support of many of the 
business men of the city. 

The committee in charge of the mcve- 
ment is under the direction of Mrs. Nellie 
Peters Black, and the progress that has 
The hospital, 
which will be the only one on the grounds, 
will be located in the basement of the 
woman’s building, and its central location 
will be quite an item. Many donations

large number of chairs, cots, bedding and 


other necessary furnishings have been re- 


ceived.

The rooms 
will be in charge of an efficient corps of 
and all babies under the 
age of eight years will be cared for in case 
they are taken ill on the grounds. 
This department is under the supervision 
of the Ladies’ Aid Society of the Grady 
hospital, and many arrangements are being 
made for the proper care of the infants 
that may become suddenly ill while upon 
the grounds.

A negro named John Simmons, arrested 
on a peace warrant taken out by Mrs.
